MAY DEPEND ON 
EVENTS 


GREAT RESULTS 
SMALL 


There Are No Ivsigniticances in Our Lives. 
The Casual, the Accidental, Are Parts of 
a Great VPlan—The Omnuipresence of a 


Mother's Prayers. 


Gruusny, Canada, Aug, 26.—The Rey. T. 


Do Witt Talmage, D. D., of Brooklyn, 
preached on the camp ground at this place 
today All Canada. is represepted in the in- 


mense throngs assembled... Dr, Talnage has 
preached at’ Grimsby uiavy sumer, This 
closed his summer absence, He has preached, 
lectured and visited in thirteen states of tho 
Union this summer, his audiences numbering 
ten an fifteen thousand people. The subject 
of his sermon here today was ‘Great Results 
May Depend on Small Events.” Dr. Tal- 
mage took for his text: “Through a window, 
in a basket, was I let down by the wall” (II 
Cor. ii, 35). He said 

Damascus is a city of white and glistening 
architecture, sometimes called ‘the eyo of 
tho east,” sometimes called ‘‘a pearl sur 
rounded by emeralds, 
guished for swords of the bes material, called 
Damascus blades, and upholstery of richest 
fabric called damasks. A horseman by tho 
name of Paul, riding toward this city, had 
been thrown from the saddle. The horse had 
daopped under a flash from tho sky, which at 
the same time was so bright ‘it blinded the 
rider for nmny cays, and, I think, so perma- 
nently injured his eyesight that this defect of 
vision became the thorn in the flesh he after- 
wards speaks of. He started for Damascus 
to butcher Christians, but after that bard 
fall from his horse ho was a changed man 
and preached Christ in Damascus Ul the city 
was shaken to its foundation 

The mayor gives authority for bis arrest, 
and the popular cry is, *Killhim! Kill bim!" 
Tho city is surrounded by a high wall, and 
the yates are watebed by the police lest the 
Cilicilan preacher Many of the 
houses are built on the wall, and their bal- 
conies projected clear over and hovered 
above the gardens outside. It was custom- 
ary to lower baskets out of these balconies 
and pull up fruitsand flowers from the gar 
dens. To this day visitors at the monastery 
of Mount Sinai are lifted and let down in 
baskets, Detectives prowled around from 
house to house looking for Paul, but his 
friends hid him now in one place, how in 
another. He is no coward, as fifty incidents in 
his life demonstrate, But he fecls his work 
is not done yet, and so ho evades assassina- 
tion. “Is that preacher here?” tho foaming 
mob shout at one house door, “Is that 
fanatic here!” the police shout at another 
house door. Sometimes on the street, incog- 
nito, he passes through a crowd of clenched 
fists, and sometimes bo secretes himself on 
the housetop, At last the infuriate populace 
get on sure track of him. They have posi- 
tive evidence that he is in the house of one 
of tho Christians, the balcony of whose home 
reaches over the wall ‘Here ho is! Hero 
heis!” The vociferation and blasphemy and 
howling of the pursuers are at the front 
door. They breakin. ‘‘Fetch out that Gos- 
pelizer, and let us hang his head on the city 
gate. Where is he? The emergency was ter- 
rible. Providentially there was a good, stout 
basket inthe house. Paul's frientls fasten a 
rope to the basket. Paul steps into it. The 
basket is lifted to the edge of the balcony on 
the wall, and then whilo Paul holds on to the 
rope with both hands his friends lower away, 
carefully and cautiously, slowly but surely, 
further down and further down until the 
basket strikes the carth and the apostlo steps 
out, and afoot and alone” starts on that 
famous niissionary tour, the story of whith 
thas astovished earth and heaven, Appro- 
priate entry in Paul's diary of travels: 
“Through a window, in a basket, was I let 
,down by the wall.”

Not one of their names hai 
come to us, but there was no work done that 
day in Damascus or in all the earth compare: 
with the impertance of their work. What ii 
they had in the agitation tled a knot that 
could slip? What if the sound of a mob at th< 
door bad led them to say; "Paul must take 
caro of himself, and we will tak 
caro of ourselves.” No, no! They hel 
the rope, and in doing so did more 
for the Christian church than any thousand 
of us will ever accomplish, But God knows 
and has made cternal record of their under 
taking, And they know. How exultant 
they must have felt when they read his let 
ters tothe Romans, to the Corinthians, t« 
the Galatians, to the Ephesians, to the Phil 
ippians, to the Colossians, to the Thessalo 
niaus, to Timothy, to Titus, to Philemon, t 
the Hebrews, and when they heard how he 
walked out of prison with the earthquake 
unlocking the door for bim, and took com 
mand of the Alexandrian cornship when the 
sailors were nearly scared to death, and 
preached asermon that nearly shook Felix 
off his judgment seat. I hear the men and 
women who helped him down through the 
window and over the wall talking in private 
over the matter and saying: ‘How glad | 
am that we effected that rescue! In coming 
times others may get the glory of Paul’s 
work, but no one shall rob us of tue satisfac 
tion of knowing that we held the rope.”’ 

There are said to be about 69,000 ministers 
of religion in this country, About 50,000 J 
warrant came from early homes which had 
to struggle for the necessaries of life, 

The sons of rich bankers and merchants 
generally become bankers and merchants, 
The most of those who become ministers are 
the sons of those who had terrific struggl¢ 
to get their everyday bread.

And there also were some delicacies from 
the sister's hand for the voracious appetite of 
a bungry student, Tho fathor swung the 
heavy cradle through the wheat, the sweat 
rolling from his chin bedewing every step of 
the way, and then sitting down under the 
cherty tree at noon thinking to himself: ''J 
am fearfully tired, but it will payif I can 
once see that boy through college, and if] 
can know that he will be preaching the Gos- 
pel after Tam dead.” The younger children 
want to know why they can’t have this and 
that as others do, and the mother says; ‘Be 
patient, my children, until your brother 
graduates, and then you shall haye more 
luxuries, but we must see that boy through.” 

The years go by and the son.las been or- 
dained and is preaching the glorious Gospel, 
anda great revival comes, and souls by 
scores and hundreds accept the Gospel from 
the lips of that young preacher, and father 
and mother, quite old now, are visiting the 
son at the village parsonage, and at the close 
ofa Sabbath of mighty blessing, father and 
mothor retire to their room, the son lighting 
the way and asking them if be could do any- 
thing to make them more comfortable, say- 
ing if they want anything in the night just 
to knock on the wall. And then all alone 
father and miotber talk over the gracious 
influences of the day, and say: ‘Well, it wag 
worth all we went through to educate 
that boy, It was a hard pull, but we held 
on till the work was done, The world may 
not know it, but, mother, we held the rope, 
didn’t wef’ And the voice, tremulous with 
joyful emotion, responds: ‘Yes, father, we 
held the rope; I feel my work isdone. Now, 
Lord, lettest thou thy servant depart iu 
peace, for mine eyes bave seen thy salva- 
tion.!’ ‘“Pshaw!” says the father, ‘I never 
felt so much like living in my life as now, I 
want to see what that fellow is going on to 
do, be has begun so weil,” 

Something occurs to me quite personal. 1 
was the youngest of a large family of chil- 
dren. My parents were neither rich nor 
poor, four of the sons wanted collegiate edu- 
cation, and four obtained it, but not without 
great home struggle, We uever heard the 
old people say once that they were denying 
themselves to effect this, but I remember now 
that my pasrents always looked tired, J 
don’t think that they ever got rested until] 
they lay down in the Sommerville cemetery, 
Mother would sit down in tho evening and 
say: “Well, I don’t know what makes me 
feel so tired!" Father would fall immedi- 
ately to sleep, seated by the evening stand, 
overcome With the day’s fatigues, Ono of the 
four bréthers after preaching the Gospel for 
about fifty years entered upon his heavenly 
rest. Another of the four is now on the 
other side tho earth, & Missionary of the 
cross. Two of us are in this land in the holy 
ministry, and I think all of us are willing to 
acknowledgo our obligation to the old folks 
at home About twenty-two years ago the 
one, and about twenty-four years ago the 
other, put down the burdens of this life, but 
they still hold the rope,

brag sometinics how you bave fousht your 
way in the world, but I think there have 
been helpful influences that you have nover 
fully acknowledged, Has there not beev 
s0m6 influence in your early or present home 
that the world cannot see?! Docs there not

ROAD AGENTS AT WORK. 


A Carluke Mail Carrier Escapes With a 
Bullet tu His Hat. 


Hamintox, Aug. 31.—Charles Young 
carries Hor Majesty's mails between Carluke 
and Hamilton. His route is about fourteen 
mules long, through a rough and lonely 
country. Mr. Young is nearly 60 years old, 
and has been carrying the mail for years ; 
but he never in the course of his life got 
such a scare as he did this morning. ec 
lives two miles from Carluke, and as ho 
starts with the mails at 6 o'clock it is ne- 
cessary for him to get up very early in the 
morning. Between 4 and 5 o'clock, in the 
dim light of dawn, he saw a couple of 
strangers lounging near his house, cating 
apples, but he paid no particular attention 
to them. 

He started on his route at the usual time, 
took up the mail at Renforth, North Glan- 
ford, and Glanford, and had passed Smoke’ 
Corners a mile or two, and got within abou 
seven miles from the city, when an incident 
occurred that he will never forget. The 
two men whom he had seen near Ris house 
three hours earlier suddenly appeared on 
the road. They were young men and were 
well dressed. Both wore moustaches. This 
is all the description that Mr. Young could 
give of them, but he is sure he would recog- 
nize them again. One of the strangors asked 
him fora ride. Mr. Young refused. ‘‘No,” 
said he, **I don't like anybody in my wagon. 
“You don't, eh?’ said the man with an 
oath ; ‘well, we'll ride with you whether 
you let us or not.” With that they made a 
rush toward the wagon, But Mr. Young 
applied the whip and his mare sprang for- 
ward, and in a few seconds was out of reach 
of the men. He had not got many yard 
away when Mr. Young heard a report and 
felt something graze his head. Another ré 
port followed, but by this time the good 
mare had carried him a safe distance, and a

Mr, Young did not allow his mare t 
slacken speed until he had got a good tw 
miles nearer tho city. Then he took off hi 
hat and examined it: there was a hole in 
the back and front of it, where a bullet had 
passed through, close enough to graze h 
scalp.

—The recent favorable weatherhas caused 
the apples in Ontario to grow rapidly, and 
the prospects are very hopeful for a large 
supply. There are some sections ir which 
the crop will be below the average, but on 
the whole it can be relied upon that Ontario 
will have quite a large surplus to dispose of. 
Canadian apples demand the highest price 
abroad, and stand shipping with less loss 
than any other apple offered in the English 
market. 

—Now that the bonding system has been 
imperilled by President Cleveland’s mess- 
age of retaliation it is well to remember 
that a railway is in course of completion 
from River du Loup, opposite Tadousao, 
on the St. Lawrence which will connect 
the Intercolonial railway at that place with 
the New Brunswick railwayat Edmundston. 
The line will bring St. John, N. B., and 
Fredericton 150 miles closer to Quebec and 
Montreal, than by the Iatercolonial, which 
would make a difference in time of twelve 
hours. The total distance is only 81 miles. 
The road is known as the Temiscouata rail- 
way, and will be in operation at once,

The information was aworn out by Nath- 
an Lewis of Montreal late last night, and 
the full text of it is as follows :— 

“Thac Samuel J. Balkwill, on or about 
the Ist of August, 1885, and subsequently 
betwoon the lst.of August and the Lb-h,did 
unlawlally dispose of his goods and chat- 
tels, to wit, twenty thousand cigars, ton 
chests of tea, with intent to defraud his 
creditors, as informant is informed and be- 
lieves, and informant prays that a warrant 
may be issued for tho arrest of said Samuel 
J, Balkwill.” 

The warrant_ under which Mr, Balkwill 
was arrested was issued by Mr. Flint. 
ficer Morton found him in the Balmoral 
last night about 10:45 and told him he was | 
wanted. He was surprised and took it for 
a joke, but was assured by tho ollicer that 
it was business. The prisoner walked down 
to the Chief's office and passed the nigh¢ on 
the couch, the cflicer keoping watch over | 
hin. 

In court this morning, Mr. Bell said the 
information did not cover the clause of the 
atatute—that it seemed to him to be resort- 
ed to as a means of collecting a liability be- 
fore maturity. 

Mr, Dickson said the amount involved 
was some $8,000 or $10,000. The prosecu- 
tion was not prepared to proceed, as the 
party who laid the information was not pre 
pared to give the evidence that the case 
would have to reat upon, The arrest had 
been made to prevent the prisoner from 
leaving the country.

pounds are expected this year, whereat to- 
bacco manufacturers particularly rejoice. 


Twerlty bags containing $50,000 were be- 
ing conveyed by two men in acab from one 
of the London banks récently, when the bot- 
tom of the cab gave way and all the bags fell 
into the street.

“ALL READY FOR THE FAIR. 


CANADA TAKES HANDS WITH THE 
UNITED STATES IN THIS SHOW, 


Anothor Lettor From ‘' Vindex" to Which 


Hie Shows How the Exposition at 


| Buffalo May Be Economically Knjoyod. 


From Our Special Correspondent.) 
Burra.o, Aug, 20.—Whatever offect the 
President's recent message to Congress may 
or way not ultimately have upon the rela- 
tions between the United States and Canada 
itis quite safe to say that, at the prosent 
writing, the ii@erests of a large portion of 
Canada are identical with those which are 
| just now deemed paramount in this immedi- 
ate section of Uncle Sam's territory. The 
| International Exposition which opens in 
Buffalo on tho 4th of next month, continuing 
ten days, is something in which the people of 
Canada and the United States are mutually 
and equally intorested. I have beon talking 
with the officials of the various Canadian 
railroads, and if their estimates are at all 
correct, an enormous army of sight-seors 
| from Canada will be quartered on American 
so}l during the approaching Fair, Our Ca- 
nadian friends—for they must ever remain 
our frionds—delight in nothing more than a 
fine horses show. They know good horsos 
when they see them, over there in Canada, 
and you can’t fool them much on Horse 
Bhows. The knowledge that bere are to be 
the largest and finest exbibitions of horses 
and cattle ever held in the United States, if 
not in the entire world, has permeated Can- 
ada from one end to the other, and the result 
will, I predict, be a marvelous influx of 
reople, 
' Were I not mindful of tho limits which 
must be placed npon this letter, I should be 
tempted to give you a cotslogue of the 
blooded stock that bas been etered for the 
International Fair, . But it would require 
several columos at least, morely to 
ennumerats the list of cattle, Ifeither ono 
of the two great structures which have been 
erected for horses and cattle, were built in 
almost any city of the United States and 
s.ocked as it wil be here, with the kings and 
queens of the equine and bovine worlds, it 
would be incessantly thronged with visitors 
independent of any fair to which it might be 
attached. Nothing on so large and grand a 
scale has ever been attempted before in the 
United states. I predict that there d; nota 
reader of this letter who will not staro in open- 
eyed astonishment when he enters either the 
es or the catule show. And yetthey are 
ut adjuncts to the exposition 
Ihave spent a good deal of time for tho 
t few days at the Fair ground. Thore is 
something fascinating in the activity that is 
xhibited and in tho rapidity with which the 
i¢ show Is being marie ready for next rreek's 
visitors. Thoart gallery is now conrpleted 
and the pleasant task of hanging the many 
costly paintings on the wal!s has begun. Mr, 
Bryant, who bas the responsibility of the 
case of Muncaksy’s great painting of Christ 
Before Pilate, was in the city the other day 


to complete arrangements for tbe pinc- 
ing of the masterpiece, He was as- 
tonished at the number and character 
of the paintings that have been en- 


tered bere, inasmuch as the St. Louls and 
Cincinnati expositions have been holding out 
exceptional inducements to artists. Mr. Bry- 
ant tells many pretty annecdotes apropos of 
tue oxhibition of Muncaksy's wonderful reli- 

ious. canvass, During its exhibition in 

biladelphia a little child who bad been for 
ten minutes wrapt in silent contemplation of 
the scene, turned to ter mother and said, 
with tears in her voice, ‘Lift me up, mamma; 
I wish to go to Jesus and untie His bunds.” 

The enormous main building fs rapidly 
filling with exhibits. As I believe 1 told you 
in a former letter thespace in it—bly as it ic— 
could have been fliled several times, and 
the exbibits which bave been crowded out 
and which will be shown in tents, will fill a 
fanvas covered space of over eight acres. 
Naturally the busiest portion of the main 
building at present is that in which the ma- 
chinery is being put in place.

“two have men behind our guns, but no 
slaves.” 


BOULANGER’S DISAPPEARANCE. 


The Rensons for His Unwonted Modesty a 
Mystery—Parisian Politics. 


Parts, Sept. 3.—Since Boulangor set out 
on his voyage of exploration to Sweden and 
Norway his movements have been wrapped 
in mystery. ‘The boulevard reporters hae 
been racking their brains to eepiate the mo- 
tives of his unwonted modesty. One made 
& great sensation on Thursday by gravely 
announcing that the General had gone, not 
to Sweden, but to Friedrichsruhe to have an 
interview with Bismarck. In support of 
this romance—which was, of course, 
promptly contradicted—he quoted the 
imaginary case of Gambetta’s visit to the 
Chancellor, Asa matter of fact Gambetta 
never paid Bismarck any such visit. A flat 
denial was given to the report at tho time, 
six or seven years ago. Gambetta wont to 
Hamburg, itis true, but on private busi- 
ness, to see some old friends. Whatever 
curiosity he may have felt to make tho ac- 
quaintance of the arch enemy of hia coun- 
try, he was far too good a patriot to indulge 
it. 

It is shrewdly suspected that Boulanger 
isin neither Germany nor Sweden, but is 
quietly enjoying himself, a la Parnell, some- 
where in his own country. 

Boulanger grows less and less particular 
in the choice of the means by which he 
hopes to obtain his political ends. All re- 
cruits to his party are welcomed with open 
arms, whether Socialists, Royalists, or Bon- 
apartists. In a letter which he has just 
wtitten to “his friend,” the Bonapartist 
Dugue de la Fauconneric, he appears to 
make a bid for the support of the party of 
disorder, 

“The quarrel is not between Monarchists 
and Republicans,” he writes, ‘‘ but between 
the oppressors and oppressed—les exploi- 
teurs et les exploites. You know on which 
side I fight.” 

It is shrowdly suspected by most people 
that he fights, like Hal of the Wynd, for his 
own right hand ; but you can’t persuade the 
Royalists of this. ‘ With the blessed inno- 
cence which characterizes all their political 
moves, they still fancy that they will be 
able to smash the Frankestein monster they 
have created directly they find him an en- 
cumbrance. 

I hear privately that the Comte do Paris 
has determined to spend no less than 20,000,- 
000 francs on election expenses at the next 
general election. The rumor is received 
with incredulity in Royalist circles, but it 
seems serious,

It is related of a certain flunkey that, of 
all his earthly possessions, tho most highly 
prized was a pair of pantaloons with a por- 
tion of which, whilstthey covered his person, 
the boot-toe of one of England’s kings had 
come in violent contact.

Tiwo Desperate Prisoners Mako an effort 
fer Liberty, 


The Gaoleor Brings Toem to Time Without 
Ald, 


APPLEBY, 


It is the custom of County Gaoler Apple- 
by to open the corridors of the prison overy 
morning about 9 o'clock, which gives the 
prisoners the freedom of the lower corridor 
and cool yard. This morning when tho 
door was opened, Angus McDonald, the 
burglar, and Henry Robinson, charged with 
inceat, attacked him. Robinson threw 
his arms about the gaolor to hold his arms 
by his side, while McDonald tried to get 
one hand over his mouth while he pum- 
melled him with the other. There was o 
fierce struggle fora few minutes until a 
well directed kick disabled McDonald. 
Robinson lost courage and was soon hors 
de combat, At tho firat of the attack the 
gaoler shouted to Mrs. Marsh, wife ot the 
turnkey, whose apartments were conyeni 
ont, and she ran for Deputy Sheriff Hope, 
saying that Mr. Appleby was murdored and 
the prisoners were escaping. Mr. Hope 
made a quick trip to the gaol and met Mr. 
Appleby in the yard. They returned to 
the prisoners and found the men sullen 
but submissive. Thoy wore lodged in the 
blackhole. A chargo of murderous assault 
will bo laid againut them, 

Both men are awaiting trial for serious 
offences and realized that their cases wore 
desperate, They have by their actions of 
late given their keopor room for suspicion, 
and for that reason persons who wanted in- 
terviews were denied admission, as ib was 
feared they would armthe prisoners. Tho 
gaoler had a Jarge bunch of keys with him 
and the men the yught if they could disable 
hith and get possession of them they cauld 
oporf the doorgand escape, Mr, Apploby 
never takes the key of the heavy outer door 
into the prison with him. When he enters 
someone ACcOMmpanies him and looks the 
door after ho passos through.

Interesting to Bee Keepers, 
A PAPER ON WINTERING BES READ AT THE 
QUINTE BEE KEEPERS ASSOCIATION. 

Atthe recent meeting of the Bay of 
Quinte Bee Keepers’ Association held in 
the city, the following interesting and in- 
structive paper was read by the secretary ; 

There are three special points in success- 
fully wintering bees, lst, proper prepara- 
tion for winter quarters, 2od, proper win- 
ter quarters for bees, and Srd, proper con- 
dition of air. Ist, All colonies ought to be 
ready for winter by the lst of Oct., with 
abundance of young bees, a good queen, 
not more than three years old, plenty of 
pollen, and not less than 25 Ibs. of good 
sealed honey ; and no more frames than the 
bees can cover. l recommend wool mats 
containing }tb of wo+l, enclosed in canvas, 
and tacked to a wooden frame which rests 
on the tup edges of the hive, and don’t 
forget ta place crossways, 24 inch slats, 
over frames for winter passage. Bees ought 
to be carefully carried into their winter 
quarters with bives and combs dry, im 
modiately after a good tly, about the mid- 
dle of November, I believe downward 
ventilation a necessily in winter quarters, 

2nd. La our cold winters with sudden 
changos in temperature, a dry, roomy cel- 
lar seems the safest repository for bees. I 
place my bees on forms, so that no colony 
is less than two feet from cellar bottom or 
celjar wall. There is no objection in plac- 
ing colonies two or three tiers in height. 1 
would strongly advise the absence of all 
vegetable matter, or anything generating 
impure gases. 

8rd. Two ventilating outside air pipes, 
at least 40 feet in length, bolow tho frost, 
are desirable for carrying off the impure 
acd supplying pure air, and ventilation 
ought to be from top to bottom of bee room, 
say one inch wide, which is the proper sys- 
tem of ventilation for all rooms, as the im- 
puro gases are mixed through air and not 
in layers assome suppose. 1 think 40 
temperature at ceiling of bee room desir- 
able, as changes, and especially sudden 
changos, are injurious to foal 1 prefer 
quiet and dorkoees all winter, All dead 
beca ought to ho carefully brushed off the 
bottom board at least once a month. My 
bees remain in the cellar until natural pol- 
len appears on soft maple—about 18th of 
April. No system yot adopted for winter- 
ing bees seems perfect, as conditions of 
honey, bees and seasons differ, Failures 
are often our bestteachors, A little know- 
ledge leads us from right, while a greater 
may bring ug to cuocesa,

OFF TO MEET STANLEY. 


AN ENGLISH EXPEDITION FOR THE 


DARK CONTINENT. 


The Schemo has been Kept a Profound Se- 


cret—But Some of the Facts Coucerning 


it aro Now Rovealed, 


Lonpon, Sept. 4.—Six Englishmon, who 
will sail from Zanzibar next Wednesday, 
will probably be the first to meet Stanley, 
if he is alive, or the first, at any rate, to 

end authentic information if hoe is dead 

Cho news of the despatch of this expedi 
tion has been kept a profound secret here 
is not known as yot to more than «& 
cvenn people besides the mon going. But 
the contracts are signed, and nearly 800 
hired natives are waiting for the party at 
Zonzibar, It is in charge of Lieutenant 
Swaine, of the English army, an office: 
with many years’ expericnce in tho India 
survey service, Before Lieutenant Weismann 
gets ready to start from Germany, or the 
other explorers who talk of going to Africa 
t | to look for Stanlo got their plany formed,

This new expedition is made such a mys 
tery of by the gentlemen who originated it 
that it is impossible to-night to learn 
exactly what the mission is, But theso 
facts were given me by one of the party : 
Some time Sefors Stanley started on the 
Emin Pasha relief expedition the Sultan of 
Zanzibar granted the concession of an im- 
mense piece of territory on the cast coast of 


and 


covers over 50,000,000 of acres, bounded by 
the German possessions on the south near 
the River Rovuma, and by the Wanda on 
the north. ‘The western limit is not fixed, 
but extends at least to Lake Stanley, where 
supplies are waiting for Stanley. The grant 
includes the port of Mombassa, one of the 
best harbors on the east coast, and the casi- 
est point for Stanley to reach when travel- 
ing to the east coast after reaching Emin 
Pasha. 

The president of the company owning 
this grant is William McKinnon, one of 
Stanley's most intimate friends and sup- 
porters and chairman. of the Emin Pasha 
expedition committee... McKinnon is Presi- 
dent of the British India Navigation com- 
pany and one of the richest men in Eng- 
and. <A large proportion of the funds for 
the Emin Pasha expedition, as also of the 
present one, came out of his pocket. Before, 
Stanley left he knew of this concession to 
McKinnon’s Company, studied its bound 
aries and became much interested in it 
Since Stanley left England McKinnon and 
his friends have been bite getting o royal 
charter for the grant. It will be issued to 
them next Wednesday, when the,news will 
be officially gazetted here and become pub- 
lic property, but not befére Lieut. Swaine 
and his party will be well out to sea and 
other expeditions forestalled. One of the 
gentlemen interested in the expedition told 
mé that the purpose of the expedition was 
not to relieve Stanley, but to explore the 
grant, and to endeavor to deyelop the rich 
trade of the interior. He added that the 
concession was the best spot on the cast 
coast of Africa, and that if was in the hands 
of men with money enough to bring out its 
resources, 


GOSSIP OF EUROPEAN COURTS. 


Emperor William's Lupending Visit to 
Home Annoying the Vatican. 


Lonpon, Sept. 4.—The Queen is settled 
at Balmoral till the third week in Noyem- 
ber, and among the royal visitors expected 
there are the Empress Wredériok and three 
young daughters, Prince and Princess 
Christian, Princess Louise and Princes 
Alexander and Joseph of Battenburg. The 
Prince of Wales left Hamburg yesterday. 
He will stay at Gmunden with the Duke 
of Cumberland for a couple of days on his 
way to Vienna. He will remain in Styria 
and Hungary till about Sept. 27, when he 
returns to England. The Queen has lent 
Abergeldic Mains, near Balmoral, to Prin 
cess Frederica, who will reside there five 
weeks. 

Emperor William's impending visit to 
Rome causes annoyance and irritation at the 
Vatican. Prince Bismarck has had to write 
a private letter to the Pope informing him 
that the trip was undertaken solely from 
military considerations, because HissMajesty 
is visiting oll his allies in succession, lt 
was hoped at the Vatican that the Emperor 
would meet King Humbert at Castle Monso, 
near Milan. His grandfather so far respected 
popal susceptibilities as to mect the king at 
Milan, while the Emperor of Austria visited 
King Victor Emmanuel at Venice, and has 
postponed along promised visit to Rome, The 
etiquette to be followed when the Emperor 
visits the Pope is being arranged by Prince 
Bismarck and Monsigneur Galimberti, the 
nuncio to Vienna, The arrangements are 
similar to those adopted when Crown Prince 
Frederick was received by the Pope while 
staying at tho Quirinal in 1883. eects 
William will stay in Rome six clear days. 
There is to be a review of 40,000 troops, a 
regatta on the Tiber, horse races, a gorgeous 
display of firoworks on Mount Pincio, and 
illumination of the Forum and Colisouin 
with clectrio lamps and Bengal lights. 

The Emperor of Russia is carnestly en 
deayoring to bring about a reconciliation 
between the Duke of Cumberland and the 
German Government, ond has requested 
the Emperor Francis Joseph, the duke's 
most intimate friend, to exert his influence. 
Emperor William is anxious for a settloment 
aud has offered far more liberal terms than 
Prince Bismarck approves of, But the duke 
much resembles George LIL, and is obstinate 


about his hereditary rights, The Duke of 
Cumberland is already one of the richest 
royal personages in, Wurépe. He can af 


ford to regard the Court of 
scorn. 

Che Queen of Portugal is taking a course 
of baths at Gastein, where she ocoupit s the 
imperial apartments in the Bad Schloss, in 
which the Emperor and Impress of Austria 
recently resided fora month. 

Lord Dufferin has been obliged to have 
recourse to an amanutonsis. Some intimate 
friends in England sadly iniss the charming 
letters he used to write. He has suffered of 
late from a contraction of the tendons ol 
the fingers in both hands. A first operation

Italy’a Progress. 
GROWING PRACTICAL 
UTILITARIAN, 


That the whole Italian nation, sinco its 
rise tu independent existence, has willing- 
ly or unwillingly taken seriously to work, 
may be inferred from the circumstance that 
while during the period of that country’s 
erection into a kingdom,(from 1861 to 1888) 
the population has only been increased by 
one-tifth,(from 25,000,000 to about 30,000, - 
000 souls) the revenue has been considerably 
more than quadrupled, the resources of the 
united country keeping pace with the 
requirements of its expensive Govern- 
ment. It may be said, no doubt, that this 
inflation of the budget has been the result 
ofan enormous, grinding, crushing taxation. 
But the people, however thoy may grumble, 
are still ‘‘singing,” and they are the same 
people of whom a Hapsburg- Lorraine Grand 
Duke usod to say: Cantano? Pagher- 
anno! (As longas they sing they will pay). 
So long as the Italians have the means toa- 
muse themselves they can afford to pay the 
taxes: Tho money is forthcoming,and must 
be taken as an Gudoubted prouf that the 
extension of the country’s productiveness 
has kept pace with the strain which 
has been put upon it. That work is go- 
ing on in Italy we must be satisfied. 
The question remaining is whether the 
work is worth exhibiting ; whether it is of 
a nature to awaken the interest of the Lon-

THE RETALIATION BILL 


Debate tn the Washington Mouse Touching 


the Proposed Measure 


WasutnaTon, Sept. 4 The House proe 
ceeded to consideration of the Retaliation 
Bill to-day Mr. McCreary (Dem., Ky.) 
yickled a fow moments to Mr. Belmont 
(Dem,, N. Y.), who said 

“The measure Which is now called up is 
one of great importance, in which, in com 
mon with other members of the House, I 


take a deep interest I do 80 espe ially be 
cause during the last Congress I introduced 
a similar measure which was adopted by the 
House When the President's message was 
received I was absent. The Committee on 
Foreign Affairs in the discharge of its duties 
commenced consideration of the mossago 
and the preparation of the report. On my 
return { thought but proper that the sub- 
committee having the matter in charge 
should make the report and I requested my 
colleague so to do, knowing that the bill 
would be in excellent hands. I shall take 
occasion to give expression to my most 
hearty approval of this measure and to urge 
its prompt passage, 

Mr. McCreary said that the message of the 
President sent to Congress on Aug, 23, 1888, 
placed the administration in a firm and 
courageous attitude, It was dignified, reso- 
lute and courageous and presented a couras 
of action for our Government which was 
worthy of the approval and support of the 
American people. While it might have 
caused some persons to sulk like Achillos, 
and others to indulge in abuse, the general 
sentiment was that the President should be 
upheld in his effort to maintain the honor of 
the country and the rights of her citizens. 
This message and the tariff message of 
President Cleveland should be recorded to- 
gether in history: one sought to reduce 
taxes and lighten the burden of the people, 
the other to maintain the right and dignity 
of the American citizen, and both would be 
remembered forever. If the President had 
resorted to retaliatory measures without 
any attempt to make a treaty there were 
those who would have criticised him and 
perhaps censured him. While the motive 
which prompted this action might not be 
understood it is equivalent to giving notice 
to the country that no treaty which could 
be negotiated in regard to the Canadian 
troubles would be satisfactory to a Republi- 
can Senate. The time for negotiation was 
over and the time for retaliation had come. 
There was nothing left the President but 
retaliation. 

In an exhaustive manner Mr. McCreary 
reviewed the various treatios between the 
United States and Great Britain rolative to 
the relations between this country and Can- 
ada, pointing out the causes leading to their 
abrogation, and incidentally referred to the 
outrageous treatment of American fishermen 
by Canada. It seemed, he said, clear and 
conclusive that the time had arrived 
for action on the part of the United States. 
The rights of American fishermen should be 
protected and a stop should be put to a dis- 
crimination against our vessels in Canadian 
canals, which is unjust and in violation of 
international agreement. The bill provided 
the legislation now necessary. It was as- 
serted that the President already had power 
to retaliate, but neither the act of 1887 nor 
the acts of 1866 or 1864 vested the President 
with the power with which the pre ent bill 
vested him, or with the power he ought to 
have under the circumstances. It was also 
claimed the power now sought to be confer-

eral, or Commissioner of Crown Lands, is 
not certain, one re 
to take the place of Hon, A. Turcotte, 
the other, which is by far the most likely, 
that he is to succeed Hon. Mr. Duhamel, 
who is to receive the position of Assistant 
Provincial Secretary, vice Jolicoour to be 
superannuated, Another report has it that 
Mr. Dennis Murray, Clerk of the Poaco, is to 
be appointed Joint Judge of the Police 
Court with Judge Chauveau. In the event 
of Mayor Langelier entering the Ministry, 
Dr. Rinfret will vacate the seat for Quebec 
Centre in his favor and be raised to the 
Legislative Council. 

The same paper has an article this morn- 
ing condemning the maintenance of the 
principle of dual representation in the Legis- 
lative Council. 

Another important announcement of Pre- 
mier Mercier's policy is given when it is 
stated that he contemplates a redistribution 
of the seats. The scheme is to form three 
more constituencies in Montreal and have 
no less than six representatives in Parlin 
ment of the metropolis. Two constitu- 
encies will be formed out of the Counties of 
Chicoutimi and Saguenay, Richmond and 
Wolfe and Drummond and Arthabaska 
which only send ono representative to Pat- 
liament at present. It is also the Premier's 
intention to add to the County of Laval two 
or three parishes which now form part of 
Terrebonne,

Skeletons in Towa Mounds. 

‘The people of Floyd county, Ia., have often 
speculated as to the contents ofa group of 
forty curious looking Mounds on the farm of 
John Serimger; but none of them bad curios 
ity enough to Investigate until 
Webster took the work in hand on his own 
nocount The Serimger farm lies just porth 
of the pretty village of Charles City, and is 
one of the most beautiful sections of the 
state, On the eastern part of tho farm isa 
long, low ridge, running directly north and 
top of which are the mounds, 
some forty in number, about three foot in 
height, and ranging from fifteen to 
twenty-five feet in length, Thus far 
Professor Webster has opened fourteen 
of these mounds and found the skeletons of 
thirty people, he thinks of a different race 
from any of the prelilstoric remains yet un 
earthed in this country, Just how long the 
ridge and mounds have been there Mr, Scrim- 
gor can’t say, Neither can the oldest set- 
tleor, and neither can the Pottawatomie In- 
dian traditions whieh run back many cen- 
turies. That both mige and mounds were 
built by human hands is plain from tho 
mathematical regularity with which they 
are arranged, and the hardness of the soil 
composing them, which is packed firm, like a 
stone, while that of the virgin prairie in the 
neighborhood is soft and yielding, 

The skeletons found by Professor Wobster 
are in various stages of preservation, some 
quite solid and others crumbling to dust, while 
in one mound there was nothing but a bed of 
ashes. All the dead had been buried in a 
doubled up position, the knees being crowded 
on the lower jaw, and the head of cach care- 
fully laid toward the east, Whilo the femur 
bones show that most of tho skeletons aro 
those of people about 5 feet 7 inches tall, 
there are four the original owners of which 
must have been fully 7 feet tall. The skulls 
are those of a race of very inferior beings. 
Tho tops are abnormally thick, and the fron- 
tal bones slope abruptly backfrom the oyes, 
while the lower jaws protrude forward so 
that the under teeth come outside of the up- 
per ones, In genoral contour the skulls re- 
semble those of the prehistoric mound build- 
ers found in Ohio, Indiana and Wisconsin. 
Most S£ the skeletons found by Professor 
Webster show marks of fire, asif the flesh 
had been burned from the bones before 
burial, Anotherstrange thing is the entire 
absence of anything like personal trinkets, or 
implements of waror of the chase, as are 
gonerally found in eastern mounds. The 
bones of animals, showing that the friends of 
the deceased had celebrated their interment 
with funeral feasts, are also missing. The 
only thing thus far nneartbed in tho lowa 
mounds, aside from the skeletons, is a lot of 
broken pottery of crude design and make, in- 
cluding one nearly whole vase or urn of 
archaic workmanship, which Professor Web- 
ster now has,—New York Sun,

Butterflies Going South. 

Just now the butterflies are going to the 
south. Millions of them may be seen flying 
eastwardly. They come southwardly; strik- 
ing the gulf they turn toward the east, in 
order to reach Florida, it is said, but how 
instinct guides the little winged travelers 
thus is unexplained. They are generally a 
bright yellow, and fly along, sipping now 
and ‘then fromthe honeycup of some wild 
flower. Great bands of them may be seen, 
like 60 many broad ribbons stretched in the 
air. As we were returning from a wild 
flower bunt they gathered upon the blossoms 
which we held in our hands, and some of 
them were delayed on their eastward journey 
by being carried even into the house. August 
isthe month for this golden travel, and in 
early spring they_return again. 

But the beauty and health giving power of 
this section is the blue Mexic gulf. The 
circling shore is such that the great light- 
house on Ship Island, twelve miles away, 
seems to be in front of every man’s door. 
Cat Island can be dimly seen, and the trees 
of Deer Island are'visible even now through 
the haze. The oyster schooners dot the 
bright water, and pleasure sail boats, yachts 
and ketches are seen around. The waters 
seem of different hues as the skies above are 
of different clouds.—Beauvoir (Miss.) Cor.

railroads, and concluded: 

“The President because he would not tell 
anyone that he thought the twenty-ninth 
article was abrogated but would keep on 
executing its provisions just as if it were 
in force had trouble with not only Canada 
but everybody olso, But these unpleasant 
things are behind us, If Article XNIX was 
not cancelled by abrogation, it was by in 
fraction and our hands are free if we wish 
them to be. The responsibility we are 
wi ling to leave with the President. He is 
now the president of the message—not the 
president of the treaty, He is no longer 
the Governor-General of Canada : he is the 
President of the United States He no 
longer takes the Canadian view : he takes 
the American view. If now he will act, if 
he will do anything, we will give him every 
thing he asks for, necessary or unnecessary, 
and the past will be forgiven.” [Applause). 

Mr. Belmont (Dem., N.Y.) thenaddressed 
the House. After referring to the two Re- 
publican gentlomen (Hitt and Phelps) who 
preceded him, and whose opinions he great- 
ly respected, he said, ufter hearing their 
arguments on this measure, andremembering

THE LABOR CONGRESS. 


Busy Trvtes and Labor Delegates at Lon- 
don Yesterday. 


Loxpox, Ont., Sept. 5.—The Dominion 
Labor Congress resumed promptly at 8 
o'clock this morning and continued in ses- 
sion throughout the entire day with but 
slight intermission for refreshment until 11 
o'clock in the evening, wading through an 
immense yolumo of resolutions and other 
business. 

On motion the draft of the constitution 
as amended was referred back to the special 
committee. 

The special committee on the President's 
address reported concurrence in all the sug- 
gestions, disapproving, however, of the $600 
exomption in dwelling houses. The report 
was referred back with instructions to en- 
dorse the clause unfavorably reported upon. 

On motion the Congress expressed the 
opinion that the Ontario Factory Act should 
be amended to bring all the manufactur- 
ing establishments within its operation, ir- 
respective of the number of employes and 
these resolutions were also adopted: 

That in the opinion of Congress the in- 
terest of female wage-carners required the 
appointment of female inspectors and that 
the wishes of the various labor organizations 
should be consulted in making the appoint- 
ment, 

That Congress is of opinion that the Goy- 
ernment of Ontario should establish a print- 
ing office in which the Local Government 
printing and publication of school books 
should be done. 

That any terms or stipulations, other than 
the rendering of an equivalent for wages, 
insisted upon by employers in the ongage- 
ment of employes should be declared bylaw 
null anc void and any attempt at exaction 
be dleclared « criminal offence punishable by 
imprisonment on conviction. 

That the Dominion and Provincial Gov- 
ornments be petitioned to Mtroduce tho de- 
sired measures 

That police magistrates and justices of 
the peace be invested with power to examine 
and punish judgment debtors in cases in- 
volving payment of wages. 

Chat local inspectors be appointed for 
cities and towns /‘e4 the better enforcement 
of the Factory Aét. 

A resolution Was also passed condemning 
the present ininiigration system and asking 
its abolition, and one that Government em- 
ployes be not allowed to work for pavats 
individuals or contractors while under sal- 
ary. 

At the ovening session a resolution was 
passed that the Dominion Government issue 
all money and notes in sufficient volume to 
meet the needs of the country and that the 
tame be recognized as legal tender for liabi- 
lities and that no money be borrowed fox 
tho construction of public works but the 
costs should be met by the issue of money 
paid direct by the Dominion Government 
or loaned by it to the Provincial Govern- 
nent or municipalities undertaking the 
works

of employes or workmen, by filing a memo- 
randum to that effect, to form a board of 
arbitration for the settlement of all difficul.

Lake on the Mountain. 
WHAT A GOVERNMENT GEOLOGIST HAS TO SAY 
ABOUT IT. 

Mr. H. M. Ami, of the government geo- 
logical survey, visited Lake on the Mountain 
recently, and in speaking to a reporter about 
it he said; ‘I have not had time yet to make 
out my report, and have been asked to writs 
several papers a)ready for various journals. 
The lake is a most interesting natural form- 
ation. It stands within a stone's throw of 
the Bay of Quinte, but about 180 feet above 
the level. ‘The lake isa mile long and about 
three quarters of a mile wide, its depth be 
ing 58 feet, reaching to 92 ft. in high water. 
The basin of the lake is limestone, similar 
in almost every respect to that all around 
O;tawa, and although there are numerous 
fissures and springs feeding the lake, there 
is no visible outlet, save where the overflow 
feeds Mr. Wilson’s Turbine factory. There 
are numerous saline and sulphur springs. 
The elevation of the lake is nearly half-way 
between those of Lake Ontario, and Lake 
Erie. Another place of interest is the cave 
io the mountain which riges beyond the lake. 
The cave consists of a passage 32 feet long, 
and high enough to walk through comfort- 
ably ; at the end of the passage one reaches 
an immense chamber, divided naturally into 
three compartments. The whole place is 
one of great interest, and it is a wonder that 
more visitors do not inspect its mapy wou-

Paper Pulp from Cotton Stalks. 

Several samples of pulp mado from the 
hulls and stalks of the cotton plant have 
lately been on view ut Atlanta, Ga. The 
pulp is as white as snow, and it is said that 
itcan be converted into the finest writing 
paper. The ligneous substances of the hulls 
and stalks are removed by a now process, 
Fifty per cent, of the fibers are extracted 
from the hull, which has hitherto been used 
either for fucl in the mills or for fertilizing 
purposes, and 83 per cent, is obtained from 
the stalks, which are generally allowed to rot 
in the flelds, If the process proves success- 
ful, tho value of these comparatively useless 
products will be ingreased tenfold.—Once a

A Long Batch of Resolutions on a 
of Subjects, 
Lonpon, Sept, 7.—The Dominion Trades 
and Labor Congress resumed yesterday 
morning, President March in the chair. 
These resolutions were adopted ;

That the safety of the working classes de- 
mands that a law be enacted providing for the 
proper inspection of stationary engines and 
boilers, and further that all stationary eu- 
ganeers bo legally required to pass an exami 
nation aud acquire proper certificate of qualifi 
cation, 

That the Provincial Legislature be asked to 
remove all personal taxes, as the same are an 
unjust tax on labor, 

That this Cougcess petition the Dominion 
Parliament to amend the conspiracy lawa so as 
to prevent thete application to labor disputes 


where no actual damage is done to person or | 


property, 

That this Congress denounces the unjust 
aod unwarranted action of certain classes of 
employers in importing, under false pretences, 
mechanics. 

That this Congress demands the abolition 
of the contract system in national, provincial 
and municipal works and the institution of a 
system whereby such public works will be car- 
ried on under the direction and supervision of 
the uational, provincial aud municipal govern 
ments, = 

That this congress calls upon all labor or- 
ganizations tliroughout the Province of On- 
tario to use their influence to compel loca 
schoo] trustees to enforce the truant clauses of 
the Education Act. 

That whenever tenders are called for by 
either the Federal or Provincial Governments 
or any municipality for any public work none 
should be allowed to tender who have at any 
time during the preceding twelve months 
paid less than the standard wages, 

That for the purpose of securing efficiency a 
regular apprenticeship 14 necessary and should 
be insisted upon in trades where the same inay 
be practicable, 

That the provincial legislatures be petitioned 
to so amend the Provincial Assessment Act 
that councils of cities, towns and other muni- 
cipalities be compelled to publish the assess- 
ment rolls annually in the newspapers of the 
municipality or in pamphlets in time to be 
submitted to the Court of Revision. 

That the deposit required from candidates 
at Dominion elections 1 excessive and the law 
Pe reo its forfeiture by such catididates as 
fail to receive a certain proportion of the votes 


cast is wholly unjust and should be repealed. 


That this Congress protests agaist the 
practice of bonusing imanultacturing indua- 
tries and deniands the passave of an act by 


the Provincial Legislature making such prac: 
tice by municipalities illegal. 

That the ovils of intemperance are so cloarly 
manifest in their “effects” that any practical 
effort tending to reduce the consumption of 
intoxicating liquors will meet the hearty sup- 
port of organized labor, 

A motion asking for n Dominion vote on 
total prohibition was defeated. 

That ail railway and telegraph lines should 
be controlled by the Federal Government, and 
all gas lines, telephone lines, ferry lines aud 
street railway lines should be owned by the 
municipality in which they are situated, 

That such officers aa sheriffe, registrars and 
police nisgistrates should be elected either by 
direct popular vote or by the council of the 
municipilities in which the duties of the office 
are performed. 

That this Congress moso emphatically con 
denin the recent order of the Domimion Gov- 
ernment opening the Wellaud and other can- 
als on Sunday, theréby compelling locktend- 
ers and sailors duving a time they should be 
resting to prepare for the following week’s

Why not have 
for our whole race perpetual leisure, instead 
of this tug and toijland tussle for a livelihood? 
I will tell you why God let sin come into the 
world—when I got on tho othor side of the 
River of Death. That is the place where such 
questions will be answered and such myster- 
fes solved. Ho who this side that river at- 
tempts to answer the question only illustrates 
his own ignorance and incompetency.

They reliearse their own sorrows, and 
then they tell the poor sufferers that they 
feel badly now, but they will feel worse after 
a while, Silence! Do you expect with a 
thin court plaster of words to heal a wound 
deep as the soul? Step very gently around 
about a broken heart, Talk very softly 
around those whom God has bereft. Then 
go your way. Deep sympathy has not much 
tosay. A firm grasp of the hand, a compas- 
tionate Jook, just one word that means as 
much asa whole dictionary, and you haye 
given, perhaps, all the comfort thata soul 
needs, A man hasa terrible wound in his 
arin. The surgeon comes and binds it up. 
“Now,” hesays, ‘carry that arm in a sling and 
be very careful of it. Let no one touch it,” 
But the neighbors have heard of the accident, 
and they come in, and they say, ‘Let us see 
it,” And the bandage is pulled off, and this 
one and that ono must feel it, and see how 
much it is swollen; and there is irritation, 
and inflammation, and exasperation, where 
there ought to bo healing and cooling. The 
surgeon comes in, and says: ‘What does all 
this mean? You havo no business to touch 
those bandages, That wound will never heal 
unless you let it alone.” So there are souls 
broken down in sorrow. What they most want 
is rest, or very careful and gentle treatment; 
but the neighbors have heard of the bereave- 
ment or of the loss, and they come in to 
sympathize, and they say: “Show is now the 
wound, What were his last words? le- 
hearse no\w the whole.scene.

There are times in grief when one cheerful 
faco dawning upon a man’s soul is worth a 
thousand dollars to him, Do not whine over 
the afflicted. Take the promises of the Gos 
pel, and utter themin @ Manly tone. Do not 
bo afraid to smile if you feel like it. Do not 
drive any more hearses through that poor 
soul, Do not tell him the trouble was foro- 
ordained; it will not be any comfort to know 
it was 4 million years coming. If you want 
to flod r olints for a broken bone, do not take 
castiron. Do not tellthem it {fs God's jus 
tice that weighs out grief. They want now 
to hear of God's tender mercy. In other 
words, do not give them aqua fortis when 
thoy need valerian. 

Again I remark that those persons are poor 
comforters who have never had any trouble 
themselves, A larkspur cannot lecture on 
the nature of a snowflake—it never sawa 
snowflake; and those people who have al- 
ways lived in the summer of prosperity can- 
not talk to those who are frozen in disaster. 
God keeps aged people in the world, I think, 
for this very work of sympathy. They have 
been throygh all these trials, They know all 
that which irritates and all that which 
soothes, If there are men and women here 
who have old people in the house, or near at 
hand so that they can easily reach them, I 
congratulate them. Some of us have had 
trials in life, and, although we have had 
many friends around about us, we have 
wished that father and mother were still alive 
that we might go and tellthem Perbaps 
they could not say much, but it would have 
been such a comfort to have them around. 
These aged ones who have been all through 
the trials of life know how to give condo- 
lence, Cherish them; let them lean on your 
arm—these aged people. If, when you speak 
to them, they cannot hear just what you say 
the first time, and you have tosay it a second 
time, when you say it the second time do not 
say it sharply. If you do you will be sorry 
for it on the day when you take the last look 
and brush back the silvery looks from tho 
wrinkled brow just before they screw the 
lidon. Blessed be God for the old people! 
They may not have so much strength to go 
around, but they are God's appointed minis- 
ters of comfort to a broken heart. 

People who have not hadi trials themselves 
cannot give comfort to pthers. They may 
talk very beautifully, and they may give you 
a great deal of poetic sefitiment; but while 
poetry is perfume that smells sweet, it makes 
4 very poorsalve. If yon have agrave in 
you: pathway, and somebody comes and 
covers it all over with flowess, it is a grave 
yet. Those who have not had grief them- 
selves know not the mystery of a broken 
heart. They know not the meaning of child- 
lessness, and the having no one to put to bed 
at night, or the standing in a room where 
every book and picture and door is full of 
memories—tho door mat where she sat, the 


ovor 


cup out of which she drank—the place 
where she stood at the door and 
clapped her hands—jthe odd figures 


that she scribbled—the blocks she built into 
a house. Ab, no; you must have trouble 
yourself before you can comfort trouble in 
others. But come all ye who have been be- 
reft and ye who have been comforted in 
your sorrows, and stand around these afflicted 
souls, and say to them; “I had that very 
sorrow myself, God comforted me, and he 
will comfort you;” and that will go right to 
the spot. In other words, to comfort others 
we must have faith in God, practical experi- 
ence and good, sound common sense, 

But there are three or four considerations 
that I will bring this morning to those who 
are sorrowful and distressed, and that we 
can always bring to them, knowing that 
they will effect acure. And the first con- 
sicleration is, that God sends our troubles in 
love. LIoften hear people in their troubles 
say, ‘Why, I wonder what God has against 
me!” They seem to think God has some 
grudge against them because trouble and 
misfortune have come. Ohno. Do you not 
remember that passage of Scripture, ‘‘Whom 
the Lord loveth he chastencth?’ A child 
comes in with a very bad splinter in its 
band, and you try to extract it. It isa very 
painful operation. Tho child draws back 
from you, but you persist. You are going 
to take that splinter out, so you take the 
child with agentle but firm grasp; for al- 
though there may be pain in it, the splinter 
must come.out. And it is love that dictates 
it and makes you persist. My friends, I 
really think that nearly all our sorrows in 
this world are only the hand of our Father 
extracting some thorn. If all these sor- 
rows were sent by enemies I would 
say, arm yourselves against them; and, as in 
the tropical climes, when a tiger comes down 
from the mountains and carries off a child 
from the village, the neighbors band together 
and go into the forest and hunt the monster, 
so I would have you, if I thought these mis- 
fortunes were sent by an enemy, go out and 
battle against them. But no; they come 
from 4 Father so kind, so loving, so gentle, 
that the prophet, speaking of his tenderness 
and mercy, drops the idea of a father, and 
says, ‘As ono whom his mother comforteth, 
80 will I comfort you.” 

Again I remark, there is comfortin the 
thought that God, by all this process, is going 
to make you useful. Do you know that those 
who accomplish the most for God and heaven 
have all been under the harrow! Show moa 
man that has done anything for Christ in 
this day, in a public or private place, who has 
had no trouble and whose path has been 
smooth, Ah, no, 

Lonce went through an ax factory, and I 
saw them take the bars of iron and thrust 
them into the terrible furnaces, Then 
besweated workmen with long tongs stirred 
the blaze. Then they brought outa bar of iron 
and put it into a crushing machine, and then 
they put it between jaws that bit it in twain. 
Then they putiton an anvil,and there were 
great hammers swung by machinery—each 
one a half ton in weight—that went thump! 
thump! thump! If that iron could have 
spoken, it would have said, ‘Why all this 
beating? Why must Ibe poundéd any mora 
than any other front’ The workmen would 
havo said, ‘We want tomnke axes out of 
you, keon, sharp axes—axes with which to

He has no pa- 
tience with anybody who is depressed in 
spirits, Oh, itis easy for him to be cheer- 
ful, with his fino house, his filled wardrobe, 
and well strung instruments of music, and 
tapestried parlor, and plenty of money in tho 
bank waiting for some permanent invest- 
ment. It is easy for him to be cheerful. But 
suppose his fortune goes to pieces, and his 
house goes down under the sheriff's hammer, 
and the banks will not have anything to do 
with his paper. Suppose those people who 
wero onco elegantly entertained at his table

get so short sighted that they cannot 
recognize him upon the street. How 
then? Is it so easy to be cheerful! 


It is easy to be cheerfulin the home, after 
the day’s work is done, and the gas is turned 
on, and the house is full of romping little 
ones, But suppose the piano is shut because 
the fingers that played on {t will no more 
tonch the keys, and the childish voice that 
asked 50 many questions will ask no more 
Then i it so casy? When oa man wakes up 
and finds that his resources are all gone je 
begins to rebel, and he says: ‘God is hard; 
God is outrageous. He had no business to 
do this me,” My friends, those of us who 
have been through trouble know what a sin- 
ful and rebellious heart we have, and how 
much God has to put up with, and how much 
wo need pardon. It is only in the light of a 
flaming furnace that we can learn our own 
weakness and our own lack of moral re- 
source, 

There is also a great deal of comfort in the 
fact that there will bea family reconstruction 
ina better place. From Scotland, or Eng- 
land, or Ireland;a child emigrates to this 
country. It is very hard parting, but he 
comes, after a while writing home as to what 
a good land itis. Another brother comes, a 
sister comes, and another, and after a while 
the mother comes, and after a while the 
father comes, and now they are all hero, and 
they have a time of great congratulation and 
a very pleasant reunion, Well, it is just so 
with our families; they are emigrating to a 
better land. Now one goes out. Oh, how 
hard it isto part with him! Another goes, 
Ob, how hard it is to part with her! And 
another, and another, and we ourselves will 
after a while go over, and then we will be 
together. Ob, what a reunion! Do you be- 
lieve that? “Yes,” you say. You do not!

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CANADA'S SENTIMENTS. 


The opinions of the people of Canada 
with regard to President Cleveland’s threat 
of refusal to permit the continuation of our 
bonded trade across United States territory 
haye been pretty freely expressed. One of 


the first public men of prominence to give | of England has long been a marvel to our 


expression to his opinions was Mr. Laurier, 
the leader of the Opposition, who blamed 
our authorities for haying, as he alleged, 
enforced our rights under the treaty of 
1818 ina vexatious and unfriendly man- 
ner ; but we venture to say that, so 
thorough has been the disproof of his as- 
sertion and so general the condemnation 
of his unpatriotic attempt to manu- 
facture political capital out of a 
question which is beyond the pale 
of party. politics, Mr. Laurier by this 
tinie wishes that his mischievous and 
untruthful words were unsaid. The mem- 
bers of the Government have frankly and 
calmly discussed the situation, and have 
plainly shown that, not only has Canada 
acted in the most liberal spirit throughout, 
but that Prosident Cleveland cannot, with- 
out violating tho treaty of Washington, re- 
voke the bonding privilege until after two 
years’ notice shall have been given. Tho 
tininisters who have spoken are Sir John 
Thompson, Sir Hector Langevin, Sir 
Adolphe Caron, Mr, Chapleau, Mr. Tup- 
per, Mr. Foster and Mr, Bowoll—the lat- 
ter gentleman to a reporter in British Col- 
umbia. Those gontlomen have assured us 
that tho rights of Canada will 
be firmly maintained ; and to their voices 
wo may add that of our High Commissioner 
in England, Sir Charles Tuppor, who spoke 
at the Cutlers’ banquet in Sheflield, on the 
night of the 6thinst. The speech of Mr, 
Foster, Minister of Finance, who is thor- 
oughly conversant with tho subject, as he 
lately held the portfolio of Marine and Fish- 
eries, so happily expresses the opinions of 
the Canadian people, that wo reproduce 
the following extract from it: 


Is it because of unfriendly feeling that Can- 
ada is to be subjected to retaliation? No; itis 
because a section of the people of the United 
States, considering their nation powerful and 
strong, wish to nullify a solemn treaty—which 
has not been nullified by other means—without 
the sanction of the other party to the treaty, 
and to get the use of fishing privileges which 
thoy renounced in 1814, and for which they wore 
given one thousand miles of our coast for all the 
purposos of their fisheries. These privileges 
they havo enjoyed from 1818 and enjoy to-day, 
aad have never proposed to giveup, They are 
privileges for which the United States paid mo- 
Dey compensation, and in 154, gcing further 
back, they gave strong treaty considerations to 

yonsees. (Ohoors.) A treaty was formed in 18%

Daring the whole term of the present ad- 
ministration the President had the power to 
stop this discrimination against American 
vossols Great Britain had 
violated the obligation of Article XXVIL 
In addition to this Congress had a year and 
a-half ago given him cxpress authority to 
rotaliate, Why wasit that the Prosidont 
during the four years of his administration 
and especially during the past oightoen 
months had made no attempt to stop the 
infraction of the rights of the American 
~ople? The American Government was to 
ame for the present difficulty. It had ro- 
lied upon English honor when the history 
of nations would show that it was not safe 
to place reliance on English promises, If 
the Mills Bill should become law England 
would have accomplished by her diplomacy 
and her influence in this country what she 
had beon unable to accomplish by. the sword, 

Mr. Romeiss (Dem.,O.) called attention to 
the fact that off the mouth of the Detroit 
River the American Government had ex+ 
tended a channol at the cost of thousands of 
dollars. That channel was in Canadian 
territory and might be ‘closed up by the 
Canadian authorities 

Mr. Hooker (Dem., Miss.) answered the 
charge that the President had been derelict 
in not exercising the power conferred upon 
him by the act of 1887. Prior to that date 
and at tho very time of the passage of the 
act the United States had been satan voring 
to enter into negotiations with Great Britain 
to sottlo the question of what aro the rights 
of American citizens. In all probabilities, 
for this reason the President had not exer- 
cisel his power, and for the further reason 
that under the act of 1887 the power of re- 
taliation was limited to exclusion of Cana- 

{an vessels from United States ports and 

id not extend to the restraining of the ship- 
ment of goods in bond across American ter- 
ritory. Retaliation to be effective must be 
thorough, and so the House had thought 
when it had vainly sought to amend the act 
of 1887 by conferring upon the President 
authority to stop transportation in bond. It 
is the settled determination of the American 
Senate that there should be no treaty with 
Great Britain to settle the great 

uestion which has vexed the country 
dr nearly a century. It would have been 
in bad taste for the President, when he was 
negotiating a treaty, to enforce the act of 
1887. 

Mr. Cannon (Rep., Ill.) said : ‘The ques- 
tion now presented, boiled down to a point, 
was whether Amorican fishermen had rights 
in common with Canadians. When Ameri- 
can fishermen profited by their work it was 
important that they should be cnabled to 
go into a Canadian port and ship their fish 
through Canada to American markete, 
That was what they wanted. That was 
What they had if Article XNIX of the 
treaty of 1871 was still in force-—us he con- 
tended it was. Canada may have mistaken 
certain rights, which a little boy may at- 
tempt to exercise against a big fellow, be- 
cause he knew that the big fellow was afraid 
to strike a child, but the big fellow finally 
gets tired und retaliates:’’ Mr. Cannon 
read the act of 1887 to show that it 
conferred plenty of powers upon the 
President to enable him to put a stop to 
Canadian wrongs and discriminations. He 
read an order, signed by the President on 
March 12, 1887, designating San Francisco 
asa port of entry for goods in bond, to 
show that at that time, after the passage of 
the Retaliation Bill, the President did not 
think Article XXIX abrogated. Now the 
President says it had been dead since 1885

fight the question to the bitter ond with Sir 
John’s Government. Opinions are some- 
what divided as to the exact lino of resist- 
ance he will take up, some hoiding that he 
will dissolve and appeal to the province, 
when he thinks he will carry everything be 
fore him and crush the Conservatives almost 
out of cxistence in tho Legislature; others 
that he will call the Legislature together at 
once and re-enact the bill, and others again 
that he will disregard the veto, put the ma- 
chinery of the now Court into motion, 
execute its judgments and thus force the 
opponents of the measure to test its constitu- 
tionaly before the higher courts and ulti- 
mately before the Imperial Privy Council. 

The latter theory finds the most advo- 
cates and it is thought that he will bring the 
resolutions of the Interprovincial Confer- 
ence and the whole question of the veto 
powers before the British House of Com- 
mons without delay. 

The Conservatives of Quebec are some- 
what jubilant over the alleged disallowance, 
asserting that it is the first step towards 
Mr. Mercier’s overthrow. L'Evenement, 
last evening, expresses no opinion on the 
subject, but Sir Hector’s organ, Le Cour- 
ricr, claims that as a consequence of tho 
disallowance Mr, Mercier will have to re- 
sign. 

The Liberals on the other sre intensely 
indignant over the alleged action of the 
Federal Government. A leading member 
said to-day to your correspondent; ‘‘I am 
glad this has happened. It will be the be- 

inning of the end. We will sweep the 
Tories out of the Province.”

ANOTHER QUEBEC MURDER. 


A Roxton Falls Mau Kills Another With 
a Blow From a Gas Pipe, 


Monrreav, Sept. §.—Another brutal af- 
fray resulting in the death of a man in this 
province has to be chronicled. This time 
the scene of the occurretice js Roxton Falls 
in Shefford County. The following particu- 
lars are given ; Between 10 and 11 o'clock 
the other nighta brutal murder was com- 
mitted in the streets of Roxton Falls in 
front of Ledoux’s hotel. It seems that dur- 
ing the evening, nearly an hour before the 
murder, two men naMed Joseph Bonhomme 
and Joseph Arcotiette liad «a fight, in which 
the latter was thrashed, Arcouette was 
something of w bully and fighter, and Bon- 
homme, who was a powerful man, said that 
he could lick not only Arcouette buf “his 
brother. Bonlomme made his boast good 
by giving Arcouctte « good pummelling. 
Arcouette took his beating 80 much to heart 
that in about an hour he came back wherea 
crowd had gathored in front of the hotel 
talking to Bonhomme. Arcouette shouted 
that he was going to kill Bonhomme, and 
rushing into the reowd, struck his victim a 
eowartal blow on the head with a piece of 
gas pipe about four feet in length.  Bon- 
homme dropped to the ground, but recover- 
ed in a few moments, and finally went to 
his home, a short distanee away, On eames 
the house he went at once to his room, anc 
throwing himself on the bed exclaimed: ‘I 
have received my death blow.” He then 
became nnconscions and lingered till 5 in 
the morning, when ho died. 

Arcouctte was arrested and held till Dr. 
Gation of Granby, the coroner, arrived and 
held an inquest. Dr. DeGrosbois, M.P.P,, 
and Dr, Brodew made a post-mortem ex 
amination and testified that death was 
caused by the blow on the head, Several 
witnesses Were examined to establish the 
facts against the ae and tho jury 
brought in a verdict of wilful murder 
against Arcoutte. After tho verdict had 
been rendered, Coroner Gatien made outa 
commitment and the prisoner was conveyed 
to juil at Sweetsburg to stand his trial at 
the October term of the Court of Queen's 
Bench. 

Arcouette is about 30 years of age and 
does not bear the best reputation, having 
been a fightor and tough generally. The 
murdered man was between 40 and 50 years 
of age and was a respec table man, though 
hoe would not run away from @ scrimmage,

She found teaching very bard work and very 
poor pay, and, as she had a family to sup- 
port—her husband, since dead, being then an 
invalid—she studied law and was admitted 
to the bar, and now she never makes less 
than $3,000 a year. Mrs, Lockwood says that 
she can do housework as well as any woman, 
but that it is cheaper for her to employ her 
talents in other directions. Although her 
ambitions run in the line of fp public and 
political life, she dresses about as other 
women do, and finds delight in lace and dia- 
monds, 


Miss Dora Wheeler has just built a studio 
at Onteora park, in the Catskills, where she 
has her summer cottage, which she calls 
“Pennyroyal.” This studio consists of one 
large room, with beams and studding of 
bark covered logs, An enormous fireplace, 
built of stone off the mountain at the back of 
the studio, fills nearly all of one side. “Large 
windows let in the light, and give out upon 
amost beautiful view of valley and moun- 
tains. The outside of the studio is made of 
bark covered slabs, which haye the effect of 
logs. Indeed, the place looks quite like a log 
cabin built in accordance with cultivated 
taste. 


An English repdérter, interviewing Mme, 
Bernhardt, asked; ‘Where are the young 
lions, madame!” ‘Ab, the dear things,” she 
said; “I had to leave them in Payis. The 
poor little tiger, you know, is dead. I 
grieved for him much—more than my friends 
did, [am afraid.”

Siberia’s Now Waterway. 

A new waterway in Siberia will connect 
the Bivers Obi and Yenissei, and will utilize 
the River Obi and its branches, Ket, Oser- 
naje, Lomowotaja and Jasswaja—an outlet 
of the “Great Lake''—on one side, and on the 
other the Yenissei with its tributaries, the 
Great afid Little Kass, A cutting 43¢ miles 
long, between the Great Lake and the Little 
Kass, will complete the connection between 
the two rivers. Tho difference of level be- 
tween the Great Lake and the Riber Obi {fs 
65144 feet, and will necessitate eight locks be- 
ing built, while between the Great Lake and 
the Yenissei there is a fall of nearly 174 fect, 
which will be got over by twenty-five locks, 
The Great Lako is 63¢ feet deep. The cut- 
ting, or canal, out of it is 42,6 feet. wide and 
4.1 feet deep. Tho total amount of excava- 
tion Is 719,680 cublo yards, of which 78,000 
cuble yards have yeb to be dug out. Tho 
works were commonced in 1883, and will be 
finished this year, the estimated cost being 
8,000,000 rubles. —London Standard. «/

Looking at the old house, in which they 
wero born, they could sew marked evidence 
of decay, but looking in front ¢ f their home 
they could ses tho Bay of Quinte, contined 
within ita old boundaries, its waters as 
frosh and beau.iful as in the days of their 
childhood, and no doubb many reminis- 
cences of their youthful days wero realized 
by them, 

‘Henry Hover, their father, was ono of 
the hardy mon that helped to cut the firet 
trees of the forest aud to turn the wilder 
ness of this towuship into fields of hus 
bandry. He suffered groat privationa aud 
hardships during the war. Ho was taken 
prisoner when a little over fourteen years 
of age ; was chained to an old man and 
there kept for eighteen months, until the 
old man died, At the age of sixteen he 
was exchanged as prisoner of war, and was 
then attached to that command known as 
Butler's rangers, He was again taken pris- 
oner and subjected to great privations ; yet 
through all he never surrendered his devo- 
tion to the British flag, and after the close 
of the war followed it into the woods of this 
country, and here commenced to contend 
with the privations and difficulties subject 
to the settlement of anew land. His bro 
thor, who accompanied hiw, was the first 
grown person that was buried in the old U, 
E. L, cemetery. Henry lived to a good old 
age, and died on tho farm that was drawn 
by him as a U.E.L, leaving « large family, 
the four of whom I write being the only 
survivors.’ 

Mrs. Van Patten was with her husband, 
for several years a resident of Belleville, 
and is well known to and esteemed by many 
in this city. Forsome years Mr. and Mrs. 
Van Patten kept a boarding house in the 
old frame building on Hotel Street next to 
Dr. Burdett’s, which was recently torn down.

A Pastime That Will Cost His Life.

NOT **GOOD POLITICS.” 


President Cleveland has not found his 
right-about-face on the fishery question and 
his threat of retaliation upon Canada 
for the act of the opponents of his 
administration in the Senate, to be 
such ‘‘good politics” as he expected. Can- 
ada has maintained a firm and unyielding 
attitude, in which Great Britain has sup- 
ported her, whilst Mr. Cleveland's incon- 
sistency and the impotency of his threats 
to annul the bonding privilege and to dis- 
criminate against our vessels in the Sault 
Ste. Marie and St. Olair Fla‘s canals has 
been made manifest. 

It has been pointed out, as proof of the 
President's inconsistency, that, in signing 
the rejocted treaty, as to which he said that 
“it was adequate for-our security in the 
future from vexatious questions, and for the 
promotion of friendly intimacy without sac- 
rificing our national pride and dignity,” he 
acknowledged that Canada and Britain had 
made reasonable concessions; and that cause 
of complaint has arisen since tho negotiation 
of the treaty he does not allege. 

Our Minister of Justice has made it clear 
that clause 29 of the Treaty of Washington, 
under which we acquired the bonding 
privilege which Mr. Cleveland proposes to 
annul, was not denounced together with 
the fishery clauses, as the President con- 
tends, and that consequently it cannot bo 
abrogated and made frustrate without two 

years’ notice. This viow of the matter is 
rendered conclusive by the fact that, last 


“year, President Cleveland acknowledged 


the validity of article 29 by proclaiming 
under it San Francisco as a bonding port. 

The impotency of tho threat as to the 
cahals has been shown by the debates ‘in 
the House of Representatives, in which it 
was stated that the Sault and St Olsir 
canals have been constructed partially up- 
on British territory and that the only avail- 
able channel at the mouth of the Detroit 
river is in Oanadian waters and may be 
closed to United States vessels.

A Fortune from a Seedling, 

A Cleveland, Ohio, telegram says : Some 
years ago a woman living near Buffalo, 
whose former home was in Euclid town: 
ship, was lett a widow iu straightened cir- 
cumstances. Her only means of livelihood 
consisted of a small vineyard. Among the 
varieties of grapes was a plant that her 
husband had but recently set out as an 
experiment. The puny vine bore that 
season but a single burch of grapes. It is, 
vf course, well known that grapes are 
raised from cuttings and roots and not 
from seed. This woman, out of curiosity, 
planted the seeds from one of the grapes of 
this vine. They sprouted out and did so 
well that the young vines were transplant- 
ed, and when sufliciently developed, bore 
handsomely a yariety of grape that differed 
radically from the original seed. It wasa 
luscious table grape. A neighboring nur- 
seryman had his attention drawn to the 
new grape, and made the woman a propo- 
sition to take cuttings from the vines, 
give the variety a name and put it on the 
market, paying her a royalty on all roots 
sold. She accepted, andin a few years 
reaped a small fortune as her share of the 
profits from the sale, as the grape became 
an immediate favorite. Forty thousand 
dollars in royalties was paid to her by this 
nurseryman, She sold her little vineyard 
and retired to liveat ease the balance of 
her days in her native town in New York 
State, on the money brought her from the 
seeds of a single grape, planted almost by 
chance. '

The time is 
during the reign of Henry Vill, and the 
first scene is laid at the outer bail of the 
tower of London, The leading feminine 
role is that of a singing girl, who, by her 
voice, is able to support her invalid mother. 
The leading male character is a prince, 
sentenced to death within a half hour 
for a political offence. He, in the due 
course of events, falls in love with the 
songstress, and his wicked cousin fills in 
his time as a yillain. He causes a breach 
between the princeand his titled betrothed, 
hoping to inherit his fortune. To thwart 
him, the imprisoned prince clandestinely 
marries the singing girl, and arranges that 
she shall inhorit his possessions. She 
marries him so that his wealth shall con 
tribute to making her mother’s days more 
comfortable, and not for love of him. 
Fortune favors the prince, and he makes 
his escape, In tho second act the sing- 
ing girl has become a prima donna, and 
is head over ears in love with a fine look- 
ing young man, who finally discovers 
himself to be novo other than her legal 
husband, the prince in disguise, All 
ends wellin the restoration of the prince 
to favor, the overthrow of the villain and 
the happiness of the couple.

The Star says of the British war ship 
**Plyades,” which is at present at Mont- 
real :—Tho ‘‘Pylades” was built at Sheor- 
ness, in 1884, and went into commisaion 
August 17, 1856. She is furnished with 
compound engines, capable of propelling 
her at the rate of 151-5 knots an hour, 
She is 1420 tons burden, 1640 horse power, 
and is built of steel and wood, or is what is 
technically known as a composite ship. She 
carries 14 breech-loading guns of a remodel- 
led Armstrong make and eight machine 

uns, viz., 4 Nordenfelts and 4 Gardiners. 

he is one of 14 war vessels pronounced by 
competent authorities to be furnished 
with the most powerful armament of 
any vessel in’ the service for their size, 
the whole 14 being all of the samo tonnage 
and number of guns, the latter containing 
all the very latest improvements. The 
*‘Pylades’’ guns are 5-inch, throw a 50- 
pound projectile, take a 16-pound powder 
charge, and are sighted for 8,700 yards, 
She carries two guns in the bow which will 
** cross fire,” the projectiles crossing each 
other at 40 yards from leaving the ship, 
another feature peculiar to this vessel and 
hercompanions. A round can be discharged 
every 30 seconds sending a piercing projec- 
tile through a 64 inch embanked wrought 
iron plate at a distance of 4,000 yards. So 
perfect and on such scientitic principles are 
the guos mounted and arranged that a 
single gunner can work one of them with 
greatest ease, The vessel is fitted in water- 
‘tight compartments, more than usually 
numerous, and is supplied with coal lined 
bunkers which furnish a vory effective 
resistance to an enemy’s shot. There is 
also a deck of steel below the water lino 
which can be made available in case of the 
decks above being destroyed by fire or shot.

Horalulu, of 
Coylon, a low casto Hindoo, gave 
incidents of his conversion, which 
wore Interproted by Major Musa Bhai, a 
high caste, Tho antics of the narrator as 
he told his story gave the impression that 
hoe was relating high tragedy, but whon in- 
terpreted the reassuring discovery was 
made that Horalulu was stating, that be- 
been a drunk- 
At this stage of tho 
proceedings Horalulu shouted *Hallelu- 
jah" in fairly good Eoglish, Musa Bhai 
explained that his friend’s knowledge of 
English was limited and that ho sometimes 
got things a little mixed, 

Musa Bhai followed. His command of 
address was eloquent, logical, and forcible. 
He pictured the state of religion in India, 
and stated that he was astonished at tho 
ideas which people had of India, viz., that 
io was only half civilized. The Hindoos 
were not cannibals, but were as highly civ- 
ilized as any other people. He showed 
from a mission chart that thore were 856,- 
000,000 heathens in the world, and of that 
number 260,000,000 were in India. He said 
the [indoos believe in a God, a heaven and 
a het, and they alao bolicve that they have 
to getachange of heart before they can 
meet that God. They know they have 
sinned. In the many dillerent missionary 
societies which are laboring in India, there 
is not one Hindoo who holds any respon- 
sible position, and this is one reason why 
the work does not prosper. The reason 
why those societies do not appoint the 
Hindoo to any responsible position is, 
1st he is not intelligent enough and 2ad he 
cannot be trusted. He said that when 
these societies would find an intelligent 
Hindoo they would use the second reason 
and say he could not be trusted. ‘‘if that 
is the case,” said the major, ‘keep your 
religion at home ; if you cannot make dis- 
honest mon houest, we don’t want your re- 
ligion.”” The main reason that hindered 
the work in India was that the Hindoos 
thought the white man’s religion consisted 
in being allowed to drink all the brandy he 
wanted and eat all the beef he wanted; the 
cow and bull being held by the Hindoos as 
sacred and therefore not to be eaten. He 
here referred to the practice of the British 
soldiers in India, who, as soon as they come 
out of church, get drunk.

But one important discovery has been made 
of late years, and that is that tho disease is 
contagious, and {is not hereditary, as gonor- 
olly supposed. The germ of the disease {is 
known to exist, and animals have been inoe 
ulated, afterward showing unmistakable 
signs of the malady. Still no cure has been 
discovered, or even a remedy to alleviate the 
loper's suffering. Leprosy ia a slow disease, 
and Johnson may live for even fifteen years. 
There aro two forms of tho disease, viz, 
black leprosy and white leprosy. In the for. 
mer the scales are dark and in the latter por- 
fectly white. Jobnson is suffering from the 
former. Tho leprosy of the anclent Jows 
consisted of shiny smooth blotches on which 
the bair turned white and silky, and tho skin 
and muscular flesh lost thoir sensibility, It 
was incurable, It was not until about the 
year 000 A.D. that the black leprosy ap- 
peared, Intime tho toes and fingers drop 
off, and when the eating process reaches the 
vitals death ensues,—Chicago Herald, 


The Famous “Devil's Bridge.'' 

No one who has made the tour by the St, 
Gothard pass, traveling from Goschenen to 
Andermatt, but will receive with regret tho 
news that the famous Devil's bridge over the 
Reuss bas collapsed. As the drive to Ander- 
matt up tho valley of that rushing mountain 
stream is one of the most ruggedly beautiful 
in Switzerland, so the Devil's bridge is one 
of the most daring structures with which 
even Swiss engineers have Spanned the tor- 
rents of their native hills.

The spot is famous in history as tho scene 
of obstinate fighting in the Napoleonic wars, 
in the course of which old Suvaroff and his 
Russians distinguished themselves in their 
usual dogged and heroic fashion, To the 
modern tourist it is chiefly notable for the 
gusty wind which sweeps down the valley, 
to the imminent peril of the traveler's head- 
gear, and for the rare beauty of the precipi- 
tous gorge, ever resonant with the thunder

There seems to be hardly any term to 
tho life of a phonograph (writes the Lon 
don correspondentof the Liverpool Mercury) 
‘TI heard some cornet playing yesterday, 
originally given out in America, which has 
been repeated in England more than a 
thousand times, and all the notes are still 
as distinct and clear as ever. The sen- 
sitiveness of the phonograph is also very 
extraordinary, It was taken to the Crysta, 
Palace for the Handel Festival, and it 
registered the perfect roar of Niagara 
which arose from the movements of the 
multitude, Through this roar comes in 
curious distinctriess the sound of the band 
and the voice of the chorus.” Mr. Edison's 
secret lies mainly in the construction of his 
diaphragm. Ho uses two. To one is at 
tached the needle which makea the record. 
It is the recording angel. To the other, 
more seositive, is attached a pointer not 
much thicker than a hair, but strong 
enough to cause vibrations in the diaphragm 
and to send forth thereby the sound to the 
ear. Ihearthat Mr, Edison has abandoned, 
for the present at all events, his wax cylin. 
ders. Thoy had failed to go safely across 
the Atlantic. Curious people handled them 
andg@poilt them, Mr, Edison is now at 
work preparing a new recording substarice 
At the same timolie is also inventing a 
battery warranted to work ten hours, and 
recording the time during which it has been 
used.

The Expart of Mutton From New 
Zeaiand, 

It appears from the latest issue of the 
Austra'asian to hand that the Canterbury 
Freezing Company of New Zealand have 
made a contract with ship-owners for the 
freight of 180,000 sheep per annum during 
the years 1889 and 1890, at arate not ex- 
ceeding one penny per pound. This re 
duction in the charge of freight has been 
rendered possible by a change in the con- 
ditions of trade Aton time only from 
10,000 to 12,000 carcasses could be carried 
in each ship ; now the average would be 
between 24,000 and 30,000 carcasses to each 
vessel, As to the development of the 
freezing trade during the last six years 
we have the following ;—‘*Heavily handi 
capped as the export of meat had been, 
if had grown io six years to above 750,000 
carcasses ; last year’s increase would be at 
least 240,000 carcasses, just the total 
quantity frozen at the Canterbury Com- 
pany’s works, It could hardly be consid- 
ered rash to predict that in a few years the 
output from Canterbury alone would, under 
favorable conditions,reach half a million of 
carcasses annually, This would indeed bea 
sourca of wealth beside which the so-called 
local industries would be but pale and puny 
infants.’’ Tho London charges are reckoned 
at 4d. per lb. ; in Canterbury they are slight- 
ly under $d. ; the total, therefore, will not 
exceed 2d, perlb. This, on the minimum 
price of 34d. in London, wil] give the farm- 
er 14d. per lb. in addition to akin and fat. 
—St. James's Gazette.

More than twen- 
ty years ogo, under the namo of the Augus- 
ta, she ran down the steamer Lady Elgin 
on Lake Michigan, causing the loss of 400 
lives, the feeling was so strong against the 
boat that her name was changed to the Col- 
onel Cook, and she was takon off Lake 
Michigan to prevent her demolition at the 
handé of tho friends of those who perished 
on the Elgin. Since then she has had num 
erous mishaps and has gone into port once 
or twice in a sinking condition.—Bu/lulo

Robert Garrett's Baltimore Palace. 


The Garrett residence is a wonder of archi- 
tectural and decorative art; and its formal 
opening, by a grand ball early in January, 
1887, was the event of that Baltimore season.

feet in size, which is a perfect paradise in 
ferns and exotic flowers, with bubbling foun- 
tains and waterfalls, over all of which is a 
light soft as that of a full moon. A)together, 
it is a neighborhood of which the possible 
colored orphan neighbors would have no 
cause to feel ashamed. 

The real wonder of the place, however, is 
tho bathroom, modeled after that of the 
luxurious Louis XV of France. Tho ceiling 
is in imitation of lattice work, with vines 
and flowers; the immense -laver (vulgato 
woce, ‘‘tub”) is of silver and Tennesseo mar 
ble; the water comes in through brass pipes 
and gold plated fixtures, and all the adory- 
ments are of sybaritic elegance,—Philadel- 
phia News.

Labor and Cost of Living Statistica. 

Toroxto, Sept. l4 Tho report of the 
Ontario Bureau of Industries for 1887 ha 
been issued, One part deals with labor and 
the cost of living in Ontario and is based 
upon reports from 2051 males and 822 fe 
males over the age of 16 and 41 males and 
10 females under that age 

According to these report the average 
yoarly earnings of the males with familics 
were $426.75, which was $1 higher than the 
avorage for the four yoars 1884-87, With 
oxtra earnings, and earnings of wives aud 
children, the total average income of those 
familics was $449.61. The days of labor 
averaged 2574, so that oach day's pay aver 
aged 31.70. The cost of living for each of 
these families was $412.80, and the average 
savings of cach was 836.81 for the year. 

The whole 3354 of male and female work- 
ers, old and young, were employed on an |} 
average 263.21 days each and earned an 
average 371.87. The average savings of 
each amounted to 44.76, Tho yearly wages 
of each worker are less by nearly $8 than 
the average of the past four years, and the 
average savings are less by nearly $5.

TALMAGE TO HIS FLOCK. 


THE REVEREND DOCTOR PREACHES 
AT THE TABERNACLE, 


“As tho Hart Panteth After the Water 
Brooks, So Panteth My Soul After Thee, 
O God"'—A Sermon Suggested by a Visit 
to the Adirondacks. 


BROOKLYN, Sept. 9.—The great organ, im- 
proved and enlarged, rolled out with new 
power the long meter doxology at the open- 
ing of the service in the Brooklyn Taber- 
nacle today. The great auditorium was 
tbronged and overflowing. The Rev. T. De 
Witt Talmage, D. D., has returned from his 
summer vacation, during which he has 
spoken in many parts of the country, and 
shaken hands, he says, with about a hun- 
dred thousand people. He closed his tour 
by avisit to the wildernessin upper New 
York state, and spending some time among 
the hunters. This morning he expounded 
passages illustrative of Solomon's acquaint- 
ance with natural history. 

His text was, Psalm xiii, 1: ‘‘As the bart 
panteth after the water brooks, so panteth 
my soul after thee, O God.” The great 
preacher said: 

David, who must sometime have seen a 
deer hunt, poirts us here to a hunted stag 
making for the water. The fascinating ani- 
mal called in my text the hart, is the same 
animal that in sacred and profane literature 
is called the stag, the roebuck, the hind, the 
gazello, the reindeer. In central Syria, in 
Bible times, there were whole pasture fields 
of them, as Solomon suggests when he says: 
“I charge you by the hinds of the field.” 
Their antlers jutted from the long grass as 
they lay down. No hunter who has been 
long in ‘John Brown's track” will wonder 
thatin the Bible they were classed among 
clean animals, for the dews, the showers, the 
lakes washed them as clean asthe sky. When 
Jacob, the patriarch, longed for venison, 
Esau shot and brought home a roebuck. 
Isaiah compares the sprightliness of the re- 
stored cripple of millennial times to the long 
and quick jump of the stag, saying: ‘The 
lame stiall leap as the hart,” Solomon ex- 
pressed his disgust at a hunter who, baving 
shot a deer, is too lazy to cook it, saying: 
“The slothful man roasteth not that which 
he teok in hunting.” But one day David, 
while far from the home from which he had 
been driven, and sitting near the door of a 
lonely cave where he had lodged, and on the 
banks of a pond or river, hears a pack of 
hounds in swift pursuit. Because of the pre- 
vious silence of the forest the clangor startles 
him, and he says to himself; ‘I wonder what 
those dogs are-after? ‘Then there is acrack- 
ling in the brushwood, and the loud breath- 
ing of some rushing wonder of the woods, 
and the antlers of adeer rend the leaves of 
the thicket, and by an instinct which all 
hunters recognize, plunges into a pond or 
lake or river to cool its thirst, and at the 
samo time, by its capacity for swifter and 
longer swimming, to get away from tho 
foaming harriers. David says to himself: 
“Aba, that is myself! Saul after me, Absa- 
lom after me, enemies without number after 
me; I am chased, their bloody muzzles at my 
heels, barking at my good name, barking 
after my body, barking after my soul. Oh, 
tho hounds, the hounds! But look there,” 
says David, ‘that reindeer has splashed into 
the water, It puts its hot lips and nostrils 
into the cool waye that washes the lathered 
flanks, and it swims away from the flery ca- 
nines, and it is free at last. Ob, that I 
might findin the deep, wide lake of God’s 
mercy and consolation escape from my pur- 
suers! Oh, for the waters of life and rescue! 
As the hart panteth after the water brooks, 
60 panteth my soul after thee, O God.” 

I havo just come from the Adirondacks, 
and the breath of the balsam and spruce and 
pine is still on me, The Adirondacks are 
now populous with hunters, and the deer are 
being slain by the score, Talking a few days 
ago with a hunter, thought I would like to see 
whether my text was accurate in its allusion, 
and as I heard the dogs baying a little way 
off and supposed they were on the track of a 
reindeer, I said to tho hunter in rough cordu- 
roy: ‘Do the deer always make for the water 
when thoy are pursued?’ He said: ‘‘Oh, 
yes, mister; you seo thoy are a hot and thirsty 
animal, and they know where the water is, 
and when they hear danger in tho distance 
they lift their antlers and snuff the breeze and 
start for the Racquet, or Loon, or Saranac: 
and we get into our cedar shell boat or stand 
by the ‘runaway,’ with rifle loaded ready 
to blaze away.” My friends, that is 
ono reason why.-l like the Bible s0 
much—its allusions are so true to nature. 
Its partridges aro real partridges, its 
ostriches real ostriches, and its reindeer real 
reindeer, I donot wonder that this antlered 
glory of tho text makes tho huntér’s eye 
sparklo and his cheeks glow and his respira 
tion quicken. To say nothing of its usofu)- 
ness, although it is the most useful of all 
Fame; its flesh delicious, its skin turned into 
human apparel, its sinews fashioned into 
bow strings, its antlers putting bandles on 
qGitlery, and the shavings of its horns, used 
a5 4 restorative, taken from the namo of the 
hart and called hartshorn. But putting aside 
ite usefulnoss, this onchanting creature seems 
made out of gracefulness and olastic ity 
What an oyo, with a liquid brightness as if 
gathered up from a bundred lakes of sun- 
set! Tho b rns, 4 coronal branching into

Well, now, letall those who have coming 
after them the lean hounds of poverty, or the 


black hounds of persecution, or the spotted 
hounds of vicissitude, or tho palo hounds of 
death, or who are in any wiso pursued, fly to 
tho wide, deop, glorious lake of divine solace | 


and rescue, Tho most of the men and wo- 
men whom I happen to know at different 
times, if not now, have had troubles after 
them, sharp muzzled troubles, swift troubles, 
all devouring troubles. Many of you biave 
made the mistake of trying to fight them, 
Somebody meanly attacked you, and you at- 
tacked them; they depreciated you, you de- 
preciated them; or thoy overreached you ina 
bargain, and you tried, in Wall street par- 
lance, to geta corner on them; or you have 
had a bereavement, and instead of being 
submissive you are fighting that  be- 
renvement; you charge on tho doctors 
who Piiled to effect @ cure; or you charge 
on the carelessness of the railroad company 
through which the accident occurred; or you 
are a chronic invalid, and you fret and 
worry and scold and wonder why you cannot 
be woll like other people, and you angrily 
charge on the neuralgia or the laryngitis or 
the ague or the sick headache, The fact is 
you are a deer at bay. Instead of running 
to the waters of divine consolation, and slak- 
ing your thirst and cooling your body and 
soul in the good cheer of the Gospel, and 
swimming away into the mighty deeps of 
God's love, you are fighting a whole kennel 
of harric A fow days ago I saw in the 
Adirondacks a dog lying across the road, and 
he seemed unable to get up, and I said to 
some hunters near by: “What is the 
matter with that dog?” They answered: 
"A deer hurt him.” And I saw he had a 
great swollen paw and a battered head, show- 
ing where the antlers struck him, And the 
probability is that some of you might givea 
mighty clip to your pursuers, you might 
damage their business, you might worry them 
into ill health, you might hurt them as much 
as they have hurt you, but, after all, it is not 
worth while. You only have hurt a hound. 
Better be off for the Upper Saranac, into 
which the mountains of God's eternal 
strength look down and moor their shadows, 
As for your physical disorders, the worst 
strychnine you can take is fretfulness and 
the best medicine is religion, I know peo- 
ple who were only a little disordered, 
yet have fretted themselves into com- 
plete valetudinarianism, while others put 
their trust in God and came up from the 
very shadow of death, and have lived com- 
fortably twenty-five years with only one 
lung. Aman with one lung, but God with 
him, is better off than a godless man with 
two lungs, Some of you have been for a 
long time sailing around Cape Fear when 
you ought to have been sailing around Cape 
Good Hope. Do not turn back, but go ahead. 
The deer will accomplish more with its swift 
feet than with its horns, 

I saw whole chains of lakes in the Adiron- 
dacks, and from ove height you can see 
thirty, and there are said to be over eight 
hundred in the great wilderness, So near are 
they to each other that your mountain guide 
picks upand carries the boat from lake to 
lake, the small distance between them for 
that reason called a “carry.” And the realm 
of God's word is one long chain of bright, 
refreshing lakes; each promise a lake, a very 
short carry between them, and though for 
ages the pursued have been drinking out of 
them, they are full up to the top of the green 
banks, and the same David describes them, 
and they seem so near together that in three 
different places he speaks of them as a con- 
tinuous river, saying: ‘‘There isa river the 
streams whereof shall make glad the city of 
God;” “Thou shalt make them drink of the 
rivers of thy pleasures;” ‘Thou greatly en- 
richest it with the river of God, which is full 
of water.” 

But many of you have turned your back 
on that supply, and confront your trouble, 
and you are soured with your circumstances, 
and you are fighting society, and you are 
fighting a pursuing world, and troubles, in- 
stead of driving you into the cool lake of 
heavenly comfort, have made you stop and 
turn round and lower your head, and it is 
simply antler against tooth. I do not blame 
you. Probably under the same circum- 
stances I would have done worse. But you 
are all wrong. You need todoas the rein- 
deer does in February and March—it sheds 
its horns. The Rabbinical writers allude to 
this resignation of antlers by tho stag when 
they say of aman who ventures his money in 
risky enterprises, he has hung it on the 
stag’s horns; and a proverb in the far east 
tells a man who bas foolishly lost bis fortune 
to go and find where the deer shed her horns. 
My brother, quit.the antagonism of your 
circumstances, quit misanthropy, quit com- 
plaint, quit pitching into your pursuers; be 
as wiso as, noxt spring, will be all the rein- 
deer of the Adirondacks. Shed your horns 

But very many of you who are wronged of 
the world—and if in any assembly between 
Sandy Hook, New York, and Golden Gate, 
San Francisco, it were asked that all those 
that had been sometimes badly treated should 
raise both their hands, and full response 
should be made, there would be twice as 
many hands lifted 4s porsons present—I say 
many of you would declare: ‘‘Wo havo al- 
ways done tho best we could and tried to be 
uséful, and why we should become the vic- 
tims of malignment, or invalidism, or mis- 
hap, is inscrutable.’ Why, do you not know 
that the finer a doer and the more elegant its 
proportions, and the more beautiful its bear- 
ing, the more anxious the hunters and the 
hounds are to capture it/ Had that roebuck 
a ragged fur and broken hoofs and an obliter- 
ated oye anda limping gait, the hunters would 
bavesnid: ‘'Pshaw! don't lét us waste our am- 
munition on a sick deer." And the hounds 
would bave given a fow sniffs of tho track, 
and then darted off in another direction for 
better game. But when they seo a deer with 
antlers lifted in mighty challenge to earth 
, and the sleek hide looks as if it had

been smoothed by invisible hands, and the 
fat sides onclose the richest pasture that 
could be nibbled from the bank of rills so 
clear they seem to have dropped out of 
heaven, and the stamp of ita foot defles the 
jack shooting lantern and the rifle, the horn 
and the hound, that door they will have if 
they must needs break thoir neck ino tho 
rapids, Boif there wero no noble stuff in 


your makeup, if you Were a bifurcated noth- 
ing, if you were a forlorn failure, you would 
bo allowed to go undisturbed: but tha fact 


that the whole pack is ip {ull cry efter KAM

such a rough time of it that all thelr pleas- 
ure is in anticipation of the neXt world, and

Yes; for some people in this world there 
seems no let up. They are pursued from 
youth to manhood, and from manhood into 
old age. Very distinguished are Lord Staf- 


ford’s hounds, and Earl of Yarborough's 
hounds, and the Duke of Rutland's hounds, 
and Queen Victoria pays $8,500 per year to 
her master of buckhounds, But all of them 
put together do not equal in number or 
speed or power to hunt down the great 
kennel of hounds of which sin and trouble 
are owner and master, 

But what isa relief for all those pursuits 
of trouble, and annoyance, and pain, and 
bereavement? My text gives itto youin ao 
word of three letters, but each letter is a 
chariot if yoa would triumph, or a crown if 
you want to be crowned, or a lake if you 
would slake your thirst—yea, a chain of 
three letters—G-o-d, the one for whom David 
longed, and the one whom Dawid found. 
You might as well meet a stag which, 
after its sixth mile of running at 
the topmost speed through thicket and 
gorge, and with the breath of the dogs on its 
heels,-has come in full sight of Scroon lake 
and tried to cool its projecting and blistered 
tongue with a drop of dew from a blade of 
grass, as to attempt to satisfy an immortal 
soul, when flying from trouble and sin, with 
anything less deep and high and broad and 
immense and infinite and eternal than God. 
His comfort, why it embossoms all distress, 
His arm, it wrenches off all bondage, His 
hand, it wipes away all tears. His Christly 
atonement, it makes us all right with the 
past and all right with the future and all 
right with God, all right with man, and all 
right forever, Lamartine tells us that King 
Nimrod said to his three sons; ‘‘Here are 
three vases, and one is of clay, another of 
amber, and another of gold. Choose now 
which you will have,” The eldest son, hay- 
ing the first choice, chose the vase of gold, 
on which was written the word “empire,” 
and when opened it was found to contain 
human blood. The second son, making the 
next choice, chose the va is of amber, in- 
scribed with the word “glory,” and when 
opened it contained the ashes of those who 


were once called great. The third son took 
the vase of clay, and opening it, found it 
empty, but on the bottom of it was inscribed 
the naine of God. King Nimrod asked bis 
courtiers which vase they thought weighed 
the most. The avaricious men of his court 
said the vase of gold. The poets said the one 
of amber. But tho wisest men said the 
empty vase, because one letter of the name 
of God outweighed a universe. 

For him I thirst; for bis grace I beg; on 
his promise I build my all. Without him I 
cannot be happy. I have tried the world, 
and it does well enough as far as it goes, but 
it is too uncertain a world, too evanescent a 
world. I am not a prejudiced witness. I 
havo nothing against this world. I have 
been one of the most fortunate, or, to use a 
more Christian word, one of the most blessed 
of men—blessed in my parents, blessed in the 
place of my nativity, blessed in my health, 
blessed in my fleld of work, blessed in a 
natural temperament, blessed in my family, 
blessed in my opportunities, blessed in my 
comfortable livelihood, blessed in the hope 
that my soul will go to heaven through the 
pardoning mercy of God, and my body, 
unless it be lost at sea or cremated 
in some conflagration, will lie down in the 
gardens of Greenwood among my kin- 
dred and friends, some already gone and 
others to come after me. Life to many has 
been a disappointment, but to me it has been 
a pleasant surprise, and yet I declare that if 
I did not feel that God was now my friend 
and ever present help, 1 should be wretched 
and terror struck, But I want more of Him. 
I have thought over this text and preavhed 
this sermon to myself until with all the 
aroused energies of my body, mind and soul, 
Iean cry out: “As the hart panteth after 
the water brooks, so panteth my soul after 
thee, O God.” 

Through Jesus Christ, make this God your 
God, and you can withstand anything and 
everything, and that which affrights others 
will inspire you. Asin time of an earth- 
quake, when an old Christian woman was 
asked whether she was scared, answered: ‘‘No, 
Iam glad that I bayve a God who can shake 
the world;” or, as in a financial panic, when 
a Christian merchant was asked if he did not 
fenr he would brenk, answered: ‘‘Yes; Ishall 
break when the fiftieth Psalm breaks in the 
fifteenth verse; ‘Call upon mein the day of 
trouble; I will deliver thee and thou shalt 
glorify me,’” Oh Christian men and women, 
pursued of annoyances and exasperations, 
remember that this hunt, whether a still 
bunt or a hunt in full cry, will soon be over, 
If ever a whelp looks ashamed and ready to 
slink out of sight, it is when in the Adi- 
rondacks a deer, by ono long, tre 
mendous plunge into Big Tupper lake, gets 
away from him. Tho disappointed canine 
swims ina little way, but, defeated, swims 
out again and cringes with humiliated yawn 
at tho feet of his master, And how abashed 
and asbamed will oll your earthly troubles 
be when you have dashed into the river from 
under the throne of God, and the heights 
and depths of heaven aro between you and 
your pursuers. We are told in Revelation 
xxii, 15; “Without are dogs;” by which 
I conclude there is a whole kennel of hounds 
outside the gate of heaven, or, as when a 
master goes ina door, his dog lies on tho 
steps waiting for him to come out, so tho 
troubles of this life may follow us to the 
shining door, but they cannot getin, ‘With- 
out are dogs!" I have seen dogs, and owned 
dogs, that I would not be ¢ hagrined to seo in 
the heavenly city Some of tho grand 
old watchdogs who are the constabulary of 
the homes In solitary places, and for yoars 
have been the only protection of wife and 
child; some of the shepherd’ dogs that drive 
bac ke the wolves aud bark away tho flocks 
from going too near the precipice; and some 
of the dogs whose neck and paw Landseer, 
he painter, has made immortal, would not 
find me shutting them out fram the gate of 
shining pearl. Bome of those old St. Ber- 
nard dogs that have lifted perishing travel- 
ers out of the Alpine snow; the dog that 
Jobn Brown, the Scotoh essayist, saw roady 
to kes the surgeon, lost, in removing tho 


capoer, oe tao waueh bit the poor weman 


whom tho dog felt bound to Protect; and 
dogs that we caressed in our schildhood 
days, or that in later time laid down on 
tho rug in seoming: sympathy when our 
homes wero desolated, I say, if some soul 
entering heaven should happen to leave the 
Gate ajor and these faithful creatures should 
quistly walk in, it would nat at all disturb 
my boaven. But all those human or brutal 
hounds that have chased and torn and lacer- 
ated the world; you, all that now bite or 
worry or tear to pieces, shall be prohibited 
“Without are dogs!” No place thero tor 
harsh critics or backbiters or despollers of 
the reputation of others Down with you to 
the kennels of darkness and despair! The 
bart has reached the eternal wyter brooks, 
and the panting of the long chase is quieted 
in still pastures, and “there shall be nothing 
to bunt or destroy in all God's holy mount.” 

Ob, when some of you get there it will be 
like what a hunter tells of when ho was h- 
ing his canoe far up north in the winter, 
and amid the ice floes, and a hundred miles, 
as ho thought, from any other human be- 
ings. He was startled one day as bo heard a 
rtepping on the ice, and he cocked tho rifle 
ready to meet anything that came near, He 
found a man, barefooted and insane from 
long exposure, approaching him. Taking 
him into his canoe and kindling fires to 
warm him, he restored him, and found ont 
whére be*had lived, and took him to his 
home, and found all the village in 
great excitement. A hundred men 


were searching for this lost man, and his 
family and triends rushed out to meet him; 
andas had been agreed at his first appear- 
ance, bells were rung and guns were dis- 
charged and banquets spread and the rescuer 
loaded with presents. Well, when some of 
you step out of this wilderness, where you

True to his record as an ‘abandoned 
man,” the Hon. Wm. McDougall has been 
endeavoring to injure the country of his 
residence by attempting to prove in a se 
ries of letters to the Globe that the Yankee 
fishermen have the right to use our ports 
for the purpose of transhipping their catch. 
The Globe, however, completely exting- 
uishes the erratic McDougall’s argument as 
follows ; ‘We may observe that the main 
point which he urges in justification of the 
American proposition to “retaliate ” upon 
Canada was given up by the United States 
Administration on the 15th of last Febru- 
ary.

‘United States fishing vessels,” and there- 
fore makes naught of the contention that 
they are not a ppecial class of vessels, but 
are entitled to the usage accorded to ordi 
nary freight carriers. Moreover, the 15th 
article of the treaty setsforth that United 
States fishing vessels should become entitled 
(1) to purchase provisions, bait, ice, seines, 
lines and all other supplies and outfits ; (2) 
to tranship catch, for transport by any 
means of conveyance ; (3) to ship crews,only 
when the United States should give valuable 
consideration for these privileges by taking 
their duties off Canadian fish and fish oil. 
By agreeing to the treaty, by pronouncing 
it “equitable” and **honorable” the United 
States Administration did, by anticipation, 
damage Mr. McDougall’s principal con- 
tention against the Canadian view that 
United States fishing vessels wore not en- 
titled to be treated as commercial vessels,”’

Sullivans, agrved that the movement must 
show greater solidity, and that resistance to 
evictions must be approved and aided by 
English oratory. The temporary reluctance 
on the Gladstonian side is Pike ly to be over- 
come, and, in consequence, the case of the 
Irish tenants will again be taken up by the 
Gladstonians. Much personal feeling has 
been caused by the incident, the Gladston. 
ian land-owners being still reluctant to 
accept the Plan of Campaign, But tho 
irritation will wear off, and Mr. Davitt will 
practically have his own way.’ Mr. Davitt 
Paved that the Glodstonian line would dis- 
courage resistance to cvictions.

Reports are being received daily at the 
Fisheries Departmont from the fishing 
grounds, and it is satisfactory to learn that 
the inshore fishories have been fully up to 
the standard and will show as good a record 
as any previous year when the season’s re- 
turnsaromadeup, Itis probable, however, 
that the total yield will not come up to last 
season's, owing to the fact that the fish were 
late in schooling this year, In these days 
of retaliation talk Canadians can afford to 
indulge in a little chuckling when the opera- 
tions of our own fishermen are compared 
with those of the United States, The lat- 
ost confidental report of the Boston Fish

According to the Petrolea Topic, there is 
a large area of untested oil territory yet to 
be developedin Canada. The paying wells 
are confined to a bel of land from two to 
three miles in width and twenty-five miles 
in length, situated east of Sarnia, and ex- 
tending nearly parallol with St, Clair River. 
Tho territory is divided into two districts, 
viz., Petrolea and Oil Springs, The an- 
nual production of crude oil in Petrolea 
averages from 350,000 to 460,000 barrels, 
and the Oil Springs’ production is placed at 
150,000 to 200,000, The total quantity of 
refined oil for illuminating purposes manu- 
factured anaually from this crude is about 
250,000 barrels. The capital invested is 
estimated at $6,750,000, as follows : Cost 
of the wells exclusive of the value of the 
land, $1,500,000 ; cost of engines, derricks 
and other machinery to run the wells, 
$300,000; storage tanks, $150,000; 60 miles 
of pipe line with forcing machinery, $150, - 
000; and the cooper shops, barrels, chemi- 
cals, etc., $250,000, There are 3,200 oil 
wells in the district of Petrolea and Oil 
Springs, and the total value of the output 
of petroloum and products in .Canada for 
the year 1887 is estimated ut $2,000,000.

animation or counterfeit death, He is con 
vinced that large numbers of people are an- 
nually buried alive all over the world, and 
from his study of various cases and the re- 
cords of societies on the subject in Holland 
and elsowhere be is convinced that ao subtle is 
the principle of life that no one can undertake 


to say that it is exstincd until de- 
composition, the only sure sign, has 
seb ip. He declares that the dead 


in this country are buried with indecent, with 
criminal haste, and that burials of persons 
who are not absolutely dead are murders. 

The doctor is also pursuing another branch 
of semi-suspended animation, viz; biberna- 
tion. He declares that bears and other 
hibernating animals do not use their lungs 
during the hibernating season, and is cun- 
vinced that man can hibernate. Herefers to the 
long trances of the Hindoo adepts, accomplish- 
ed through long seasons of wasting, and declares 
it to be bis belief that these trances are merely 
seasons of hibernation. The doctor says ho is 
studying with a view to making some expori- 
ments in this line, and that the time may 
come when he may permit himself to be sealed 
up in an air-tight coffin and laid away until 
such time ashe aslall designate for it to be 
opened.

You can fancy, Mr. Editor, 
the beautiful appearance of from 10,000 to 
30,000 salmon weighing from 6 to 30 
pounds each, spread out as a catch of one 
day and night. It made me feel proud of 
my country, and I do not wonder that the 
Yankees would liké to steal our fish ; but I 
hope our government will stand firm in 
this matter let the consequence be what it 
may. And this country produces more 
than fish. lam told here that Mr. John 
Vermilyea, formorly from the county of 
Hastings, sold laat year $7000 worth of hay 
from a farm near New Westminster, and 
soveral other farmers sold from $2,000 to 
$3,000 worth of oats last year from farms 
in the same neighborhood, and Wim. Mc- 
Bride, the warden of the penitentiary at 
New Wostminster told mo that 18 tons of 
pctatoes and 20 tons of carrots, beets and 
onions was ouly an ordinary yield. He 
also said he saw two crops of hay cut from 
a field this year, and the two crops together 
gave 7 tons tothe acre, And yet wo are 
told by some people that British Columbia 
is only a sea of mountains, I only wish 
we had more of the same sea.

Foolhardy Feat in a Menagcrio 


A CHAMPION BOXER IN THE LION'S DEN. 


An announcement made by the crier on 
Wedneeday evening (saya the South Wales 
Daily News) thata man, named William 
Samyels, a logal innkeeper and the cham- 
pion boxer of Wales, would enter atone a 
den of lions at Messrs. Wombwell's mena- 
gorie, now located at Swansea, caused con- 
sidorable excitement in the town and drew 
a great crowd to the show, At {% o'clock 
the band played ‘For he’s a jolly good 
fellow,” and then Samuels, accompanied by 
Mr. Bostock, the manager of tho show, 
walked up toa den containing a lion and 
about a dozen lioneases. A great crowd at 
once assembled roynd the cage. Mr. Bos- 
tock mounted a platform and informed the 
public that his old friend Samuels had 
volunteered to perform a deed of daring 
such as had never been done in the mena- 
gerie since its establishment in 1805. Mr, 
Wiltshire had, he said, recently at Cardiff, 
entered a cage in company with Madame 
Salva, the lion-tamer, and had by his 
action caused a great sensation in South 
Wales. But Samuels was going bo surpass 
this feat, for, though aes to let Madame 
Salva accompany him, he declined to enter 
the don at all unloss allowed to do ao alone, 
This he was now about to do. The an- 
nouncement was received with groat cheer- 
ing, though it was evident that, on the 
part of many present, there was a fooling of 
considerable anxiety andalarm. Samuels, 
however, scemed to sharo nono of these 
feelings of uneasiness. Attired as a prize- 
fighter, and with a blue rosette on his 
breast, he appoared at the entrance to the 
cage, and, cudgel iu hand, boldly entered 
The lions appeared in no way to relish 
this intrusion, and it looked as though 
Samuels would have had a warmer welcome 
than he bargained for, Possessed appar- 
ently with nerves of steol, the man walked 
undaunted up to the end of the cage whore 
the animals were huddled together await- 
ing only the slightest oncouragement to 
spring on the intruder, and held his cudgel 
threatoningly bofore the nose of the fiercest. 
Growls of rago grooted thin act, but Sam- 
uels, in no way discomposed, walked among 
the animals, and made thom fly right ana 
left before him. This he did several times, 
and on one occasion acted so rashly that 
gravo foars wore ontortained for his safety 
by those in charge of tho exhibition.

PERCY’S PERILOUS VOYAGE 


He Succeeds In His Alttempt To Navigate 
the Niagara Kapids. 

NiAGana Fass, Ont., Sopt. 16.—Charles 
Alex. Percy made his secon perilous trip 
through the rapide this afternoon, The 
boat with Perey sitting on top was towed 
out from theold Maid of the Mist landing 
at Suspension Bridge, N.Y., to th centre 
of the stream at 4.45 o'clock.

The Soldicry Dissatisfed aud Ready to 
Kebel. 


MAprip, Sept. 18.—Tho people of Madrid 
are just recovering from a bad scare. Three 
nights ago the Governor, expecting « mili- 
tary revolt in favor of a republic, kept the 
imperial troops under arms all night and ex- 
treine vigilance was exercised at the bar- 
racks, ‘here was no trouble, however, and 
if there was any plot brewing it has proved 
a fizzle.

A constructive repeal, he argued, was not 
favored by law Besides, all the contract 
ing parties treated that artic lo as being in 
full force 

The retaliation propo ed by the Presid nt 
was retaliation against the United States, 
When President Grant had asked Congress 
for powers like these, they had been refused 
him, and was Congres snow going to give to 
President Cleveland the power which it h ad 
refused to President Grant? Even if Great 
Britain had violated a treaty, Congress alone 
could prescribe the proper remedy, either 
by abrogation of the w hole treaty or a por 
tion of it, or by retaliation in kind. In that 
case Congress had furnished a remedy 
simple, ample and complete in the Act of 
Congress, March 3, 1887. Congress had not 
undertaken to abrogate Article XXIX of the 
treaty of 1871, and according to his con- 
struction that article was now in full force 
and effect. Neither tho interests of the 
American people nor public policy demand 
ed its abrogation, but rathor that it should 
be maintained in force. 

The discrimination against American ves- 
sels in Canadian canals, although unjust, 
had been seized pon asa pretence for this 
bill. He concluded, therefore, it was not 
wise to give the President the additional 
powers of retaliation which he asked. 

The time had come when the people of 
the United States and the people of Canada 
should take a broader view of their rela 
tions towards cach other, The whole his- 
tory of the two countiics had been a con- 
tinuous warning that they could not remain 
at peace except by political as wellas com 
mercial union. It would be better for all if 
the whole continent north of Mexico shared 
in the prosperity and blessings of the 
American Union. But the way to union 
with Canada was not by unfriendly legisla- 
tion but by friendly The true 
policy of the Government of the United 
States was to tender to Canada freedom of 
trade and intercourse and make that tender 
in such a fraternal way that it should be an 
overture to the Canadian people to become 
a part of the American Government. He 
saw in the success of that policy much that 
was good, nothing that was harmful to any 
part of the country. He was not wishing 
to vote for any measure that was not de- 
manded by national honor,

It may send 
to The Now York Herald office in London 
and scarch every bureau or box and carry 
off letters or other together 
with the staff, and this without a word of 
forewarning or explanation. It may com- 
pel a business man to produce his most 
private accounts, and sent him to jail if he 
refuses. There is nothing which a royal 
comufission cannot do, for it is armed with 
all the powers of Parliament and they are 
practically unlimited. If, then, it thinks 
propor to set Dillon free it can do so. It 
can also arrest and throw into prison any, 
high or low, who may {ashly question or 
defy its power. 

But the Parnellites are not disposed to 
incur this penalty, Following Sir Charles 
Russell's advice they will boldly face the 
inquiry and see everything out, come what 
may. 

I can only say that at this moment both 
sides profess to be perfectly confident of 
victory. The Times, in spite of many con- 
tradictory accounts from time to time, is 
raid to be all right by those who ought to 
know. In that case somebody must be all 
wrong. It will be quite useless to look for 
even tho slightest clue as yet to the enigma,

Augry Because She Refused Him Ten Cents

She 
soized her infant and ran from the house, 
closely followed by her husband, who kept 
firing shot after shot at her, none of which, 
however, took effect, 

She finally reached the home of a neigh- 
bor, and fell to the floor with her infant in 
her arms. Patten, with his revolver still 
in his hand, tried to gain an entrance to 
the house in which his wife had taken re- 
fuge, but he was kept ont, and was finally 
arrested by Chief-of-Police Jackson. The 
bullet first fired entered Mrs. Patten’s neck 
on the right side and grazed the jugular 
vein.

The hop market begins to show signs of 
considerable activity. During last woek 
there were purchases by Utica dealera of 
about 900 bales '88 hops at 224@27c., the 
bulk going at 250. One lot of contracted 
goods was taken at lbc. Rumors of 30o. 
being paid are flying about, but can be 
traced to no reliable source, The crop is 
light but clean as a general thing, and pos- 
sesses fair strength. We should adviso 
growers that brewers are not as yet buying 
except in a hand to mouth way, and that 
the prices now being paid are largely specu- 
lative, being above a par with the prices 
paid abroad. Still there is a strong proba- 
bility that the value of good hops will go at 
30c. and possibly 35¢.—Utica Herald,

has given orders that the public celobrations 
of the vietory of Sedan shall’cease, It is 
high time this oennual jubilation over 
Franco's defeat was brought to an end. The 


Emperor acted very wisely, and his decision 
meets with the hearty approval of all sen 
sible Germans 

The Empress Victoria lately paid visite 
to several ¢ ountry houses in Germany and, 
on the foundation of this fact a vast super- 
stwucture of fiction has been created by 
somo imaginative journals, The Ermpross, 
in reality, was scoking a suitable residence 
for her second daughter, the Princess Vic 
toria, who will be married shortly to Prince 
Alexander of Battenberg. 

Whei Marguorite of France was married 
to Victor Amadous, of Savoy, she took with 
her to Italy twenty pieces of the very finest 
Gobelin tapestry, illustrating classical le- 
gends. ‘This unique tapestry, which was of 
immense yalue, pleura tes mysteriously 
when Napoleon invaded Italy, It had been 
hidden away lest the French should think 
proper to carry it off, which they would 
certainly have done, It was so carofully 
concealed that_after somo years, when calm 
was restored, it was found impossible to 
discover it, and the two officials who put it 
away wore both dead. Tho tapestry had 
been almost forgotten till about a month 
ago, whon the Marquis of Villamorin, .mas- 
ter of the royal houschold, was making a 
thorough investigation in the palace at 
Turin, from roof to collar, and behind some 
huge chosts, in astoreroom on the highest 
story, found a: secret chamber which con- 
cealed the long lost tapestry. It has been 
very little injured by its hundred years of 
hiding. King Humbert has ordered that 
the papeetry be carefully repaired and clean- 
ed, after which it will be sent to Rome and 
hung in the quirinal, in the apartments 
which the Emperor William will occupy 
during his visit next month, 

From Como comes the follawing doleful 
story: The floods have proved disastrous 
to travellers who have come down to Lake 
Como in order to prolong the summer, 
Como itself is a sort of Venice. At Cader- 
abbia all the visitors have been driven from 
the Hotel Bellevue, for the waters have in- 
vaded the ground floor. At Ballaggio the 
hotels are above tho flood, but all the quays 
are under water. Passengers from the 
steamboats have to land in boats every- 
where along the lake, for the landing places 
have disappeared. At St. Morilz the floods 
have been even worse. ‘The road along the 
Engadin valley and from thence to Chia- 
yonna has been washed away in many places, 
and the railroad from Chiavenna to Colico 
has coased running. Families haye been 
four or five days on the way from St, Morilz 
to Lake Como, and so crowded have been 
the inns along the route that o family has 
deemed itself fortunate in being able to hire 
a whole billiard table for the night.

A Radical Unionist Conference, 

Lonpon, Sept. 20,—A conference of radi- 
cal Unionists was held at Bradford yester 
day. Lord Hartington wrote wu letter to 
the conference congratulating the party up- 
on the successes of the Unionists. He said 
everything that had occurred since the 
Home Rule bill confirmed the soundness of 
the judgment which had inspired their ac- 
tions. The policy of their at eer he 
declared, had shown itself to be more and 
more based on disorder and lawlessness. 
The events of the last session of Parliament 
had proved that the Unionist alliance was 
capable ot providing the country with a 
legislative polloy which was of a distinctly 
popular anc practical character, and as long 
as the Uniontsts continued thoir duty of re- 
pressing crime, while secking to gatisfy the 
legislative wants of the people, the party 
would resist the attacks of the enemles of 
England and Ireland. The conference 
adopted resolutions approving the policy of 
the Government and aftirming the neceasity 
of an improved organization of the party. 
. Mr. Chamberlain, in an address to the 
conference, gaid he believed that the healing 
of the rupture in the Liberal party was im- 
probable and almost impossible. Tho Glod- 
stonians carefully avoided putting a program 
before. the country because they did not 
know what the unstable politician who was 
leading them might next propose. The 
speaker defended the action of the Irish 
executive, claiming that the course pursued 
hac been strictly in accordance with parlia 
mentary legislation. He denied that eyic- 
tions were unfair; they might fall harshly 
upon the victims of the plan of campaign, 
but a greater injustice would be done to the 
cause of social order if people were allow ed 
to defy the law with impunity and evictions 
were stopped on account of the threats of 
members of the National League. Thx 
Unionists would continue in the oxoreise of 
their duty of protecting the minority in 
Ireland and preserving the faith, honor and 
integrity of the country.

The material ex- 
cava'ed will be lifted across the south bank 
and placed in ‘spoil’ at the toe of the 
bank on the summit level. From Mille 
Roches to the town of Cornwall three new 
locks will be required to be built to take 


the place of the present locks, which will 
be converted into weirs, Several bridges 
will also have to be constructed, and the 
prism deepened and widened, and the 
banka raised at the lower end in order to 
give the standard navigation dopth. The 


work on tho Cornwall canal will bo lot in 
seven sections,and the contractors will have 
until April, 1891, in which tu finish their 
contract.

A Terrible Accident, 


Mra. Dr. Wators Shot and Instantly Kill- 
ed by av Accidental Bullet From a Re- 
volver in the Hands of Her Owu Son. 
The following, which we copy from the 

Bloomington (Lilinois) Pantagraph of the 


10ch inst., relates to a lady who seme 
years ago resided in Oanifton and 
Foxboro :—‘** One of the saddest 


and most shocking accidents that has 
ever occurred in Bloomington was the 
shooting yestorday, at 12 ealsok, noon, of 
Mrs. Dr, Waters by her 16-year old son. Lt 
was ove of those terrible accidents that oc- 
casionally shock a community, but for 
which no one seems to haye teen to blame, 
Robert A. Waters, the son and only child 
of Dr. and Mrs. Z. Waters, was on yoster- 
day morning cleaning and oiling his fathor's 
revolver, by the request of Dr, Waters,and 
had loaded it preparatory to killing a pig- 
eon Monday morning, from which his 
mother was to make a soup for Mrs. Mary 
D. Folsom, a sick lady residing between 
Bloomington and Normal. 

**After loading therevolverthe boy placed 
it inthedrawer of astand where it was usu- 
ally kept. Whether it caught in the fringe 
of a towel that was in the drawer or whe- 
ther it struck the side of the drawer will 
never be known, but the revolver went off 
and the bullet struck Mrs, Wators,who wae 
sittidg ina chair roading a paper, just at the 
hase of the brain, killing her instantly. 
She never breathed after being struck by 
the bullet, but remained in her chair stone 
dead. 

‘The hired girl ran into the room and 
the terrified and horror-stricken son tele- 
phoned to his father at his down town of- 
fice, and he came home at once. Tho cor- 
oner was notified and held an inquest. The 
boy, of course, was declared blameless, and 
is now almost frantic with grief and horror 
at the result of this terrible accident. 

‘‘Mrs. Waters was 47 years old. Her 
maiden pame was Addie Fraser, and in 
1879 was principal of the First ward school 
of this city. One sister,Mre. Frank Fergu 
son, resides in this city. Another sister, 
Mrs. Frank Randall, lives at Joliet, and 
her brother, Mr. Chot. Fraser, ia the well 
known salesman at Cole Bros. Her father, 
Mr. J. P. Frasor, is at presont at Bolle 
villo, Ont,, but has been telegraphed for.”

The Paper Money of Peru. 

Reports received in Washington from Cal- 
lao describe the sudden collapse of the paper 
money of Pern. Part of this currency, 
amounting to 20,000,000 soles, was issued by 
the banks at Linia ten years ago, and guar 
anteed by the government. Tho remaining 
40,000,000 soles is government money. Its 
purchasing capacity declined several years 
ago to one-twentieth that of silver, but, in 
the absence of any other circulating medium, 
itcontinued to be used by the people. Finally, 
in the brief period 6f ten days, confidence 
was lost in it so rapidly that it was virtually 
repudiated in all business transactions not 
directly connected with the government, 
which receives it iu half payment for duties 
on imports and pays it out to its employes 
The amount of silver in circulation in Perv 
is very small, The banks and commercial 
houses of Lima and Callao could not produce 
2,000,000 soles.—Science. 

The Dangers of Glass Blowing. 

The recent death of a New York green 
glass blower illustrates the dangers of that 
unhealthful but remunerative vocation. A 
good green glass blower can easily command 
$25 a week, but for all that very few stick to 
the trade long when they can possibly find 
other work. Itis said that no one follows 
the pursuit for over ten years without seri- 
ously, if not fatally, injuring his health,—

A woll-informed correspondent writes to 
the Detroit Evening News: Referring to 
the boundary between us and Canada, now 
attracting so much attention, sailors used 
to say, ‘Three moro days and another bot- 
tle of brandy, and the British would have 
owned every island in Lake Erie, the De- 
troit and St. Clair rivera.” This hints at 


one way of accounting for some very cur- 


rious facts relating to our national Jines. 

if you or any of your readers will take a 
trip of observation from Lake Erieto Hu- 
ron, or if they will examine a map, they 
will realizs the following facts: Pa®sing up 
the strait that ultimately leads to the De- 
troit river, Point aux Plie will show up on 
his right, and the island of the same name 
on his left. Plee, as it is written and 
spuken, has no meaning, and those old 
French names haye both sense and pootry. 
Plie moans bend, and Pile is bald. Which 
is it? But both point and island are Cana 
dian, and this strait, vital to our com- 
moree on the whole chain of lakes, is Brit- 
ish. “A fort on the point and another on 
the island would command the passage. 

Your able articles have effectually 
shown that Bois Blanc and Fort Malden 
place the entrance into the Detroit river 
still more at the mercy of Canada, because 
the straitis narrower. The Lime Kiln 
crossing, On which our government has 
spent thousands, is at the upper end of the 

assage and in Canada, Passing up to the 
late, Lhaye before shown that you can 
station yourself in the old boundary channol 
and look eastward a mile into Canada, at 
“our” canal, that has also cost us its thaus 
ands. - 

Thirty miles above the Flats, between 
St. Clair and Port Huron, is Stag island, 
The best channel, and tho only one uded by 
vessels, runs betwoon it and the main shore 
ofthe Dominion. The island and the 
channel are Canadian. 

Your readers should bo informed that at 
Plie, Bois Blanc, the Flats and Stag island 
very dangerous shoals oxist. 

It would thus appear that at four points, 
at least, on our frontier, our entire lake 
commerce passes through foreign channels, 
and within easy reach of aggression.

Burglary at Balkwili's 


81,200 Worth of Goods Taken, 

The report that the premises formerly %0- 
cupied by S. R. Balkwil), and in which his 
bankrupt stock is stored, had been entered 
during the night and a quantity of goods, 
to the value of about $1,200 stolen, caused 
a good deal of excitoment this morning. 
Inquiry developed the fact that the premi- 
sea had been entered by the rear, commu- 
nication being had through adjacent etruc 
tures, and that the burglars, after gotting 
into the cellar, had gone up into the store, 
and, after removing the fastonings from the 
doors, took four cases of champagne, 
and a quantity of fine cigars. Theee, it was 
evident, had been loaded upon a wheeled 
vehicle and carried off. There is no suspi- 
cion as to the personality of the guilty par- 
ties, 


Do Books Spread Intection, 

A good deal of discussion having taken 
place in Exglandon the subject of the 
spread of infectious diseases by means of 
the books in circulating libraries, the Dres 
den municipal authorities have had a tho 
rough experimental investigation of this 
question conducted. A number of much- 
used volumes from the town library were 
taken for the purpose, The dust from the 
leaves and covers was sown in nutrient 
media and cultures reared, the result being 
that no microbes belonging to infectious 
diseases were found—the dust being, in 
fact, nothing but ordinary dust of a harm- 
less character, Again, the dirtiest leayes 
in the books were rubbed first with the dry 
finger and then with the wet finger. In 
the first case scarcely any microbes were 
found on the finger; in the second case 
plenty were found, but all appeared to be 
of a non infectious character, Especially 
is it noted that there were no tubercle bac- 
cilli. Lastly, books were soaked for 2 days 
in spirit containing ten per cent. of carbolic 
acid, This treatment destroyed all the bac- 
cilli, and proved harmless to the volumes, 
The conclusion arrived at was that the dan- 
ger of circulating libraries spreading infec- 
tion ia very slight, but a recommendation 
is given to dust books well before reading 
them, and never to wet the finger in the 
mouth, for the purpose of turning over the 
leaves. 


A New Zealand Story, 

A New Zealand paper says: ‘*There is 
a dog at Taupo, and alsu a young pig, and 
these two afford a curious example of ani- 
mal sagacity and confidence in the bon« 
fides of each other. These animale live at 
the native path on the opposite side of 
Tapuacharuru, and the dog discovered some 
happy hunting grounds on the other side, 
and informed the pig. The pig, being only 
two months old, informed the dog that he 
could not swim across the river, which at 
that spot debouches from the lake, but 
that in time he hoped to share the adven- 
tures of his canine friend. 

The dog settled the difficulty. He went 
into the river, standing up to his neck in 
the water, and crouched down ; the pig got 
on his back, clasping his. neck with his 
forelegs. The dog then swam across, thus 
carrying his chum over. Regularly every 
morning the two would in this way go 
across and forage around Tapuacharuru, 
returning to the path at night : and if the 
dog was ready to go home before the pig, 
he would wait till his friend came down to 
be ferried over. The truth of this story is 
vouched for by several who have watched 
the movements of the pair for some weeks 
past.”

Coal Discovered in Parrsboro. 

St. Joun, N. B., Sept. 21 Mr W J 
Joues of Parreboro and Whitfield McCarthy 
of Springbill have for some time been pros 
pecting for coal at a point about eight miles 
north of the mouth of the Diligent 
River, where they found distinct indications 
of coal. Where the logs in stream driving 
wore away tho banks the regular formation 
was cxposed, and it was similar to that 
about Springhill Very little work 
with the pick brought out coal which was 
covered by @ fossil shale and rested on a 
fire clay. More than a bushel of coal was 
dug out of the bank with but little labor 
This was immediately tested by making o 
fire with it, which burned beautifully. In 
the process of combustion the coal seemed 
to run togethor, showing it to be highly bi- 
tuminous, and sinall jets of flame were emit- 
ted from it, a proof that it had much gas in 
it. The specimens of coal brought into 
town by Mr. Jones are intensely black, yot 
clean to the touch, and greatly resembled 
the famous Albertite of New Brunswick. 
Some who have seen it pronounce it similar 
to the coal obtained at the old Pictou mine, 
Borings to discover the thickness of the 
seam are to be commenced at once.

You may be made as pure as 
the light, When a minister in an outdoor 
meeting in Scotland was eulogizing goodness, 
there were hanging around the edge of tho 
audience some of the most depraved men and 
women,,aud the minister said nothing about 
mercy for prodigals, And a depraved woman 
cried out: ‘Your rope is not long enough for 
the like of us." Blessed be God, our Gospel 
can fathom the deepest depths and reach to 
farthest wanderings, and here is a rope that 
is long enough to rescue the worst: ‘* Whoso- 
ever will.” 

But why take extreme cases, when we all 
have been or are now the captives of sin and 
death? And we may through the great 
Emancipator drop our shackles and take a 
throne. You have looked at your hand and 
arm only as being useful now, and a curious 
piece of anatomy, but there is something 
about your band and arm that make me 
think they are an undeveloped wing. And 
if you would know what possibilities are 
suggested by that, ask tho eagle that has 
looked close into the é¢ye of the nooyday sun; 
or ask the alabatross that has struck its claw

beria; such as the chain which Zenobia, the 
captive queen, wore when brought into the 
presence of Aurelian. Aye, there havo been 
races in chains, and nations in chains, and 
there has been a world in chains; but, 
thank God, the Jast one of them shall 
be broken, and under the liberating 
power of tho omnipotent Gospel the shackles 
shall fall from the last neck and the last arm 
and the last foot. But these shattered -fot- 
ters shall all be gathered up again from the 
dupgeons aud the work bouses and the mines 
and the rivers and the flelds, and they shall 
again be welded and again strung link to 
link, and polished and transformed until this 
world which has wandered off and been a re 
ereant world and a lost world, shall by 
that chain be lifted and hung to the throne 
of Gad, no longer the iron chain of oppres- 
sion, bul the golden chain of redeeming love, 
There let this old ransomed world swing for 
Roll on, yo years; roll on, yo days; 
roll on, yo hours, and hasten tho glorious 
consummation!

CANADA WI! 

It is pleasing to find that, although a few 
rancorous Grit newspapers have followed 
the example of the leader of their party in 
truckling to our aggressive neighbors, the 
most respectable portion of the Reform 
press have cast party politics aside for the 
time being and given a hearty support to 
the Government on the great national 
vestion of preserving our rights in our 
fisheries and resisting foreign inyasion 
thereof. The Montreal Witnessin a recent 
issue forcibly contrasts the conduct of the 
Government of Canada and that of the 
United States in the premises, and hand- 
somely acknowledges that our rulers have 
kept right on their side—instead of, as Mr. 
Laurier falsely alleged, enforced our rights 
in a vexatious and irritating manner. The 
Witwess gives the following review of the 
circumstances; Canada has by simple 
straightforwardness kept the whip hand of 
the United States all through the fisheries 
trouble, As a result of arbitration 
the Dominion received tive and a half 
millions for the use of her fisheries, 
The Washington Treaty fishery clauses were 
abrogated by the United States because 
piratically inclined American fishermen 
sup they could fish in Canadian waters 
in spite of Canadian attempts to protect 
such yast areas of water, and at the same 
time monopolize the American market for 
their stolen fish. Thoy found that Cana- 
dian cruisers could make our waters alto- 
gether too hot for them, and that if the 
American market was to be supplied with 
fish at all it must be largely with Canadian 
caught fish, because without the advantages 
secured by the Washington Treaty Amori- 
can fishermen could not take many fish. 
Then the Americans thought the Canadian 
interpretation of the treaty of 1818 was 
altogether wrong, especially with regard to 
the prohibition to transport fish in bond 
across Canadian territory. They agreed 
tothe appointment of an international 
commission to settle the question, and a 
treaty agreeing to the prohibition com- 
plained of, and nearly all the other claims 
of Canada as signed by the three Amorican 
Commiassionors, and recommended to the

States than for Canada, as Canada, to the 
President's great surprise, was not depend- 
ent upon the United States for a winter 
port. Not satisfied with retaliating in ro 
gard to transportation in bond, the Presi- 
dent complains that Cenada has not kept 
to the spirit of her treaty obligations in tho 
matter of allowing American vessels to pass 
through Canadian canals on the samo terms 
as Canadian vessels. Thereupon he threat- 
ens to close all American canals to Cana- 
dian vossels. It turns out, however, that 
while Canada has adhered to tho strict let- 
ter of the provisions of the treaty, the 
American Government, which now com- 
Jains of Canada, has nevor kept oven the 
etter of the very same treaty clauso, which 
bound her to use her influence with the 
Now York State Government to opon the 
Erie and Oswego canals to Canadian vesscle. 
That is rather a stunning blow —but woreo 
remained, The United States could close 
the Sault Ste. Marie canal to Canadian 
vessels, but the St. Clair flats canal runs 
through Canadian torritory part way, and 
it could not very well be closed. Not only 
tho canal but the navigable channel be- 
tween Lake Huron and Lake Erie runs 
through Oanadian territory, so that in casu 
of non-intorcourse and rotaliation Oanada 
could clone navigation between these lakes 
against American vessels.

Judgment reserved. The municipal coun- 
cil of the township passed a by-law to 
open a road east and west across four 
farm lots in the first concession of the town- 
ship. A travelled*road was already open 
from Belleville wostward to the east 
end of the road to be opened under the by- 
law, at which point a side road ran nort 

and south through the township. After 
crossing three lots, the proposed new road 
would intersect another north and south 
side road, and, crossing this side road, it 
would extend westward across one more lot, 
making a cul-de sac. The proposed road 
was to be only forty feet in width, instead 
of sixty-six feet, and the authority of the 
County Council in that behalf was not ob- 
tained till after this by-law had been passed 
and this application to quash it mado. The 
following points, amongst others, were made 
by appellant's counsel; That the by-law was 
pagsed, not in the public interest, but to 
serve the private convenience of two land: 
owners of the locality. That the notice 
of the proposed by-law was for a road 
over ten lots, whereas the by-law only pro- 
vided for the road over four of the tots. 
That the notico of intention to pass the by- 
law was not yiven one month previously to 
the passing thereof ; La Plante v, Peter- 
borough, 5 O. R. 684. That under the 
Mun. Act the by law should have beon for 
a road sixty-six feet in width, unless the 
authority of the county council were first 
obtained for a road of less width. Counsel 
for respondents argued that ou the facts in 
evidence the road was clearly in the public 
interest, being necessary for actual settlers 


aud boing a step towards the completion of* 


a concession road throughout the entire 
township. That it is not necessary for the 
council to pass a by-law strictly in confor 
mity with the published notize, but that 
they may regulate their action by the views 
of the ratepayers appearing before them. 
That tho month’s prevlous notice, as re- 
quired by statutefewas in facb givon, the 
notices haying been posted up before 10 a. 
m, on the 20th of July, and the meeting of 
the council commenced at 10 a. m, on the 
29th of August. That even if the notices 
given were not strictly in compliance with 
tho statute, that the by-law being in other 
respects valid, the court would not quash 
the by law, there being no pretence that 
any one was prejudiced by the alleged ir- 
regularity., That the permission of the 
county council waa obtsined at its first 
meeting after the passing of the by-law in 
question,

in the revelations, It is significant that The 
North German Gazette (Bismarck’s organ) 
has not yet mentioned the diary 

The National Zeitung complains of the 
indiscrotion of the publication as shown in 
the selection of the passages and says it was 
obviously not intended by the Emperor 
Fredorick that they should ever be made 
public, It instances tho revelations that 
at Versailles there was much friction be- 
tween the Emperor (then Crown Prince) 
and Prince Bismarck over the declaration 
of the oxistence of the German empire, that 
Bismarck drafted the letter in which the 
King of Bavaria is made to appear as 
having reluctantly invited King William, of 
Prussia, to assume the unperial dignity, 
and thatin October of 1870 Bismarck in 
formod the Grand Duke of Baden of his de 
tormination to wage porsistent war agaist 
tho papal doctrine of *tinfallibility” and to 
otherwise assail the influence of the Catho 
lic Church in Germany. Itis aggued that 
a disclosure of the nature of this vast revel- 
ation is alike wanton and imprudentand will 
tend to revive the slumbering fires of the 
Kulturkampf again and to direct tho rage 
of the Glericala against Bismarck as the 
sole origin of the policy of the repression of 
Catholics, 

Another of those indiscreet revelations is 
pointed out fo be the statement of the de 
ceasod omperor that during the negotiations 
at Versailles it was proposed to proclaim as 
King of France Leopold IL, king of the Bel 
gians, M. Thiers said he would favor the 
scheme if it implied a union of Belgium and 
France. . The diary does not state the rea 
son for the abandonment of the proposal, 
but the French people will accurately sur 
mise that Prince Bismarck’s project to create 
a Franco-Belgian monarchy implied the dis 
ruption of France into several states and the 
acquisition by Belgium of the northern pro 


vinces, The project is certain of revival if 
f e: : 
France should be crushed’ in the coming 
war. 


The most touching feature of the diary is 
the evidence of. the unfailing kindliness of 
Crown Prince Frederick’s disposition and 
his_ diffidence of character. On July 24, 
1870, the eve of the French campaign, he 
Writes: *‘At thé baptism of my last born the 
king wa’ too much effected to hold the 
child, Which of us will come back? I am 
appointed to act on the flanks of the princi- 
palarmy. Ishall scarcely be able to carry 
out the great enterprise.” When victory 
was declared on the side of the Germans he 
comforts a French colonel, a prisoner, who 
had said, ‘‘We haye lost everything,” by 
replying: You are wrong in saying that you 
have lost everything—having fought lik« 
brave soldiers you have ‘not lost your 
honor,” 

Referring to the attitude of England afte) 
the German triumph was assured, he writes 
on Oct, 2: * The Queen who follows our ac 
tions with touching sympathy telegraphs to 
the King, exhorting him to high-souled 
dealings.” Commenting on the hie t that 
each side appealed to heayen in its own be 
half, there occurs, on Dec, 25, the following 
entry : ‘It is really a piece of irony on the 
message of good will that each party calls 
on God to aid its righteous cause. In every 
success we incline to prove by it the support 
of heayen agninst our opponents.” 

The last entry before the return to Ger 
many displays the nobleness of the man 
“March $8. When I seo my endeavors to 
help the oppressed acknowledged by Germany 
and her neighbors, and that the people art 
gaining confidence in my future, I feel quite 
happy. Moral earnestness and politica) 
convictions can only be the result at liar 
maturity, of inWard struggles which must 
be continued daily and for which one’s sel! 
is responsible,” 

While the semi-official press condemn thi 
publication the Progressist papers aro exul 
tant. The Voasische Zeitung calls the diary 
a political legacy deserving to be treasured 
by the German people to be the touchstone 
for polities in the future. ‘The brief memo 
to history, it say 
than many other sovereigns’ entire reign 

“Had nothing become known of thes 
notes,” says The Vienna Freie Press, ‘bu 
Emperor Frederick's simple declaration that 
Ifis uppermost thought after peace was ob 
tained is how the liberal development of 
Germany is to be carried out, that alon 
would stamp the noble character of thi 
prince. A cruel fate prevented the carrying 
into affect of the enlightened prograin of the 
government.” 

Phe Crar's unexpected appearance in Po 
land amid the troops concentrated toward 
the Galician frontier has caused excitement 
in Austrian circles, His prosence, howeve:

Terrible Accident at Brock ville, 


Vive Versons Drowned. 


(Special to the Intelligencer, ) 

Brockyvitve,Sept.23,—Between 12 and 1 

o'clock, to-day thesaddest drowning accident 

that ever occurred in this Vicinity happened 

about cight miles west of ‘the town. 

Mr. C. A. Fields, a leading hardware mer- 

chant, invited a few friends to take a sail in 

his yacht. Tho party was composed of H. 

A. Fields, H. B, Wright, & young and prom- 

ising merchant, Frank Turner, Fred. and 
Herb. Shepard, eons of Mr. Heman Shep- 
ard, and H’y Bogg, clerk for Fields. They 
left town about 11 o'clock for a run up the 
river, with a strong wind after them and in 
8 rough sea. In attempting to jibe the boat 
got in the trough and a wave washed in, and 
before they could right her, another large 
sea swept in, making it impossible to do any- 
thing with the boat, and as she was heavily 
ballasted, she began to sink. Turner said 
he would swim for shore, about a mile off. 
After swimmiug for a time his cries for help 
were heard by the captain of a tug which 
was towing barges up the river, who des- 
patched a boat to his assistance. Ho was 
picked up in an exhausted condition, He 
was taken ashore and driven to town, where 
he gaye the particulars. Steam yachte were 
immediately got out and started with grap- 
pling irons, for the scene of the accident ;

Tho Post Office Department is consider- 
ing the question of a two cent letter rate, 
similar to that of the United States, in 
which country letters up to one ounce in 
weight are carried for two cents. Strong 
representations have been made to our 
Government on the subject, but so far 
without success, the difliculty standing in 
the way being that of revenue,the expend- 
iture, at present rates, exceeding the re- 
yenue by, on the average, about $700,000 
per annum. Last year the deficit was 
$854,845, the revenue pér head of the 
population being 53 centa and the expendi- 
ture71 cents. Itis argued, by the advyo- 
cates of cheaper postage, that the reduc” 
tion which they propose would so largely 
increase the number of letters tha) an 
augmentation of the revenue would result 
from the change. This is very doubtful, 
in view of the experience of the United 
States, which country suffered a loss of 
revenue to’the enormous amount of four 
millions of dollars during the year follow- 
ing the reduction of the letter rate. 

The Department will, however, carefully 
consider the matter, and, if action be 
doomed advisable, will doubtless propose 
the necessary legislation at the next sossion 
of Parliament.

Golden Wedding, 


To the Editor of the Intelligencer’. 

A fow days since | had the pleasuro of 
-attondivg a family rounion on the occasion 
of the goldon wodding of Mr.and Mra. Wm. 
Kingston, whose beautiful home is situated 
on lot 2, in the 4:h con. of the townahip of 
Rawdon.

SHERMAN'S RESOLUTION. 


AGAIN TAKEN UP IN THE UNITED 
STATES SENATE. 


More Retaliation and Annexation Talk— 
The esolution Ueferred to the Com- 
mittee on Porcigu Relations. 


Wasutxaton, Sept. 26.—Mr. Sherman's 
resolution for an inquiry into tho state of 
the relations between the United Statesand 
Great Britain and Canada was taken up ip 
the Senate yosterday and Mr, Morgan 
(Dem., Ala.) proceeded to discuss it. He 
said it was an obvious fact the distinctive 
policy of the Republican senators was that 
no other but a Republican administration 
should have the settlement of the 
questions now open between the people of 
the United States and those of Canada. 
The Senato, he said, was to have a glance at 
the substitute for the Mills Bill and would 
then probably adjourn. 

Proceeding to discuss the President’s re- 
taliation message Mr. Morgan asserted that 
the safest, cheapest and best form of re. 
taliation was to resume the collection of 
customs duties on goods imported into and 
exported from Canada, ‘The most direct 
eflect that would follow it would be the 
transfer of a large part of the trade which 
Canada now conducted with Great Britain 
and other foreign countries to American 
merchants and manufacturers. Canada 
could not afford to pay its own tariff duties 
and American tariff duties in addition on 
its imported and exported merchandise, nor 
could Canada afford to import during tho 
summer allite necessary eye for sum- 


mer and winter. The President, he said, 
couul not haye safely confined himself, as 
had been dewnanded by the Gloucester fish- 


ermen, to the prohibition of the introduc 
tion of fish. It would have been equally 
his duty to spread his proclamation 80 as to 
exclude from the United States lumber, 
wool, iron ore and such other products as 
came in competition with American pro- 
ducts, 

Mr. Morgan proceeded with his argument 
in favor of the policy suggested by the Pre- 
sident. He declared the suggostion to be a 
masterly stroke of policy. It would have 
more to do with the coming of Canade 
within the political affiliations of the United 
States than any other argument which any 
human being could nate, because it brought 
before the eyes of Canada the great practi- 
cal questions that their matorial interests 
were so bound up with those of the Ameri- 
can people that a common government was 
necessary for all alike. 

Mr. Dolph (Rep., Ore.) replied to Mr. 
Morgan. He spoke of the inconsistency of 
Democratic Senators who, from being on the 
British side when the treaty was pending, 
were now the most radical advocates of re- 
taliation. The Senator said that the act of 
March 3, 1887, would have injured Canada. 
Was that the reason why the President had 
notexecutedit? The power asked for would 
injure American interests. Was that the 
reason why the Presidont desired it? It 
would scem to be the President's desire to 
retaliate on the people of the United States 
rather than on the people of Canada. 

After the close of Mr, Dolph’s remarks 
the resolution was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Toreign Relations. Mr. Sherman 
stated that it would be considered in com- 
mittee to-day.

Anu Indian Claim, 
To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Sir,—In last Saturday's issue of your 
paper | noticed a paragraph headed as above, 
ond having occasion to pass through the Ty- 
endinaga Reserve, where it appears there is 
a good deal of excitement about hereditary 
Chiefs, land lost, and money to be paid, I call- 
ed upon some of the most intelligent of the 
band to ask what all the fuss was about, 
and discovered that the whole alfair was a 
Grit egg, laid amongst the Pagan Indians 
at Grand River, to cause dissatisfaction with 
the Ottawa Government and discourage In- 
dians from using the privileges accorded to 
them by the late frauchise Act. 

Bands were controlled by Chiefs who 
claimed to have an hereditary desceut, but 
where Indians have advanced in civilization, 
for various reasons that system has been al 
lowed to drop oul, and m -n bave been elect- 
ed, at fixed intervals, to manage the local 
business of each band, and by the Act are 
called Chiefs. This plan has worked well in 
Tyendinoga for several years. In the elect- 
ive system, persons most capable of manag- 
ing public business are elected, whereas 
according to the old plan, Chiefs in many 
cases could neither read nor write. 

The disturbers of the peace which has 
reigned in secular matters on the Mohawk 
Reserve for many years, now desire to re- 
turn to the old plan, and to draw a crowd, 
promise money. 

Old genealogies have been hunted up in 
order to find pedigreed brass, tortoises and 
relics. This has been impossible, but the 
old bodies, who claim the right to choose 
their rulers, have substituted brass for the 
missing gold links in the chain by taking 
Caughnawaga and white people, persons 
outside the Six Nation ring, and in solemn 
conclave selocted for chiofs thoir relatives, 
or to use the words of Sullivan’s comic 
opera, H. M. S, Pinafore, ‘his sisters, his 
cousins and his aunts,” Tho chiefs chosen 
are wen of no weight or influence, could 
under no circumstances be elected to the 
position, but having succeeded in talking 
their case up with the money bait, they have 
now a large following and threaten trouble 
on tho Reserve, 

The land lost,—These people claim that 
the original deed given by Sir Frederick 
Haldimand covered a Jarge tract. That 
deed was lost or stolen, and the copy now 
in possession of the Band is only for Ty- 
endinaga gilt must be recovered and can by 
an appeal to tho Imperial Government 
through hereditary chiefs in the same line 
as those who got the original. Bosh ! 

Money to be paid,—This is to come from 
the American Government in compensation 
for land the Mohawks left when they fol- 
lowed the British tlag and came to Tyondi 
naga. Again, Bosh! For if Indians have 
any claim for remuneration, so has every 
U. &. L. descendant, but many of tho peo 
ple on the Reserve are gulled and the pros- 
pect of money coming has had such an in- 
fluenco that it is unsafe to oppose the 
party. 

Being interested, I enquired tho stand 
ing of the men whose names appoared in 
the paragraph which is now copied by tho 
Toronto dailies, and was told that the 
speakers were grumblors by profession. The 
chairman of tho meoting, Cornolius Mar- 
acle, is an ex-Chief of tho elective system. 
The secretary, W. O, Brant, is a defeated 
candidate for election three yoarssince,and 
will probably offer again ; and Joel John- 
atono, who is expected to visit England 
and reprosent grievances, ia an olected 
chief who last year expected to be chosen 
a horeditary, as he is a believer in crooked 
ways, but being neither a “‘sister or a cou- 
sin or an aunt,” was loft in the cold, 

There is gross inconsistoncy in these 
waverors and wandorera- sorving ao chiofs 
under tho Governmont system aud roceiy- 
ing their salaries as advisers of the Band 
and yot fraternising with those who would 
pull the Government to shreds and go 
baok to the long-lost Pagan customs, lam,

Seoound Trial of the Famous Libel Unase, 

The second trial of this case was begun 
this morning before Justice Roso and a 
} jury. Mr. Dickson, Q. C., Mr, Burdett, 

L.L. B., and J. F, Wills appeared for the 
plif. ; Messrs, Clute & Williams represent- 
ed the deft. 

This case was tried at the Spring Assizes 
in 1886 before the late Hon, Chief Justice 
Cameron and a jury, and particulars as to 
the libels complained of have been already 
given tn our columns, Tho-following is a 
suramary of the charges mado by the plain 
tu: That the defendant published in his 
papery called the Daily Ontario and Week- 
y Chronicle, between Dec, 2nd 1855 and 
Fob. 15th 1886 9 series of articles malici- 
ously libelling tho plaintif! by charging as 
follows ; That plif.as treasurer of the Coun- 
ty of Hastings, published sales of lands for 
taxes in the INTELLIGENCER only, resulting 
in lands being sold fora mere song and a 
loss to the county, which was ‘‘a mighty 
handy arrangement for a cortain clique and 
by keeping the thing quiet enabled certain 
ofa family compact to get a lot of land 
at a mere.song.” 

That he had charged tifty cents instoad of 
twenty for searches tor arrears of taxes. 
That by porversity ho had saddled the cost 
of advertising these lands on the Coun- 
ty, instead of their being charged against 
the lota sold. By his refusing to pay a sum 
of $750 voted for a colonization road in Hun- 
gerford, he caused a further expense of $50 
to be saddled on the County. That the 
Treasurer was not fit for the oftice he held, 
and again, that he had been giving fictitious 
figures tothearbitrators forthecityandcoun- 
ty. Tho jury having found the defendant 
guilty of libel, but declared that the plaintiff 
had received no damago, His Lordship 
directed that the verdict be entered and 
defendant pay the plaintiff's costs. The 
direction with regard to costs was after- 
wards appealed against by the defendant 

and the appeal allowed, each party to pay 
their own costs, This decision: was then
